The  election  commission  reported 
that  about  89  per  cent  of  the  coun¬ 
try's  26  million  eligible  voters  cast 
ballots,  lines  of  people  had  formed 
outside  polling  stations. 

Several  voters  expressed  hope 
that  the  election  would  lead  to  de¬ 
mocracy  and  stability.  They  seemed 
to  be  in  a  relaxed  mood,  enjoying 
the  calm  after  a  bitter  and  sometime 
violent  election  campaign. 

Many  people  said  they  did  not 
wain  a  repeat  of  the  riots  held  dur¬ 
ing  fiie  summer  that  turned  Seoul 
ami  other  cities  into  battlefields. 

The  national  coalition  for  democ¬ 
racy  said  it  was  receiving  reports  of 
hundreds  of  cases  of  fraud  by  the 
government  in  Seoul  and  other  dr¬ 
ies.  The  opposition  alliance  claimed 
some  3, OCX)  cases  of  fraud  in  Seoul 


alone,  but  the  government  rejected 
the  charges  and  accused  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  trying  to  wreck  the  election. 

Coalition  officials  d aimed  that 
government  workers  and  employees 
of  state-run  businesses  had  been  in¬ 
structed  to  vote  for  Rob  and  that 
DJP  officials  had  distributed  money 
and  gifts  of  food  and  dothing  to 
curry  favour  with  voters. 

President  Chun  Doo  Hwan,  a  for¬ 
mer  general  who  took  power  with 
military  backing  in  1980,  bowed  to 
opposition  demands  for  direct  presi¬ 
dential  elections  after  massive  dto- 
tests  in  June.

Gaza  workers  urged  to  stay  home, 
to  use  boycott  as  means  of  protest

GAZA  —  Despite  the  afternoon  stabbing  of  an  IDF  soldier  in 
Rafiah  and  sporadic  unrest  in  many  pans  of  the  Gaza  Strip,  both 
demonstrators  and  security  forces  yesterday  gave  indications  that 
the  bloody  confrontations  of  the  last  week  may  be  giving  way  to  a 
tense  period  of  relative  quiet. 

Well  before  dawn  yesterday,  youths  circulated  through  refugee 
camps  and  other  centres  in  an  effort  to  dissuade  workers  from 
going  to  jobs  in  Israel. 

The  campaign  io  keep  workers  at  home,  which  has  gathered 
momentum  throughout  the  week,  seemed  yesterday  to  have  dis¬ 
placed  rioting  against  troops  as  the  focus  of  activity  among 
demonstrators. 

Hundreds  of  barricades  were  erected  across  main  roads  to  discourage 
travel  to  Israel,  and  in  numerous  cases  stones  and  metal  objects  were 
hurled  at  drivers  who  braved  the  barricades-  One  Gazan  reported  that  his 
tyres  had  been  slashed  after  he  ignored  warnings  cot  to  drive  to  his  job  in 
Israel. 

Demonstrators  also  blocked  the  “bypass  toad.”  a  highway  built  to  allow 
settlers,  army  personnel,  and  Gaza  workers  to  avoid  potentially  hazardous 
refugee  camps  and  towns. 

Though  troops  were  under  stria  orders  not  to  open  fire  on  crowds,  a 
man  in  civilian  clothing  was  filmed  clearing  a  section  of  the  bypass  by 
shooting  an  Uzi  submachine  gun  at  demonstrators.

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir 
yesterday  expressed  “our  great  sor¬ 
row  that  people  have  been  k3M,**in 
the  course  of  the  IDF*5  attempts  to 
restore  calm  to  the  territories. 

The  premier  blamed  (he  heads  of 
-‘the  terrorist  organizations’’  for 
sending  people  out  to  protest.  “Their 
leaders  bear  fall  responsibility,”  be 
said. 

Meanwhile,  U.S.  Ambassador 
Thomas  Pickering  has  expressed 
“sorrow”  about  the  violence,  and 
said  that  the  U-S.  was  hoping  that  the 
Situation  would  stabilize.  Prime 
Minister  Shamir  said  yesterday  that 
be  had  not  received  any  protest  from 
Ambassador  Pickering  in  regard  to 
the  violence  in  the  territories. 

The  situation  in  the  West  Bank 
and  Gaza  was  also  the  topic  of  a 
discussion  between  Egyptian  Ambas¬ 
sador  Mohammed  Bassuny  and  se¬ 
nior  members  of  the  Foreign  Minis¬ 
try.  Cairo  felt  that  Israel  has  not 
implemented  the  proper  procedures 
for  dealing  with  the  violence,  tbe 
Egyptian  envoy  said. 

In  Loudon,  a  Foreign  Office 
spokesman  deplored  the  violence  in 
the  Gaza  Strip  and  urged  Israeli 
troops  to  act  In  a  more  humane  way. 
“We  urge  both  Palestinians  and  Is¬ 
raelis  in  the  occupied  territory  to 
avoid  actions  which  risk  intensifying 
the  cyde  of  violence,”  the  spokes¬ 
man  said. 

In  Paris  the  French  government 
on  Wednesday  expressed  concern 
over  tbe  violence  in  the  territories 
and  said  continuing  unrest  under¬ 
lined  the  need  for  an  international 
peace  conference  oo  the  Middle  East. 

An  official  statement  published  af¬ 
ter  a  regular  meeting  between  the 
Conservative  cabinet  of  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  Jacques  Chirac  and  Socialist 
President  Francois  Mitterrand  de¬ 
plored  the  loss  of  life  “particularly 
among  the  people  of  the  occupied 
territories  and  the  refugee  camps”. 

Prime  Minister  Chirac  yesterday 
for  the  first  time  officially  received 
the  PLO’s  representative  In  Paris. 
Ibrahim  Souss.  He  was  part  of  a 
delegation  of  Arab  ambassadors 
from  Morocco,  Iraq,  Jordan,  Syria 
and  the  Arab  League  wbo  had  come 
to  ask  Chirac  to  “firmly  condemn  in 
a  concrete  manner  tbe  events  in  the 
occupied  Palestinian  territories." 

Later  in  the  day,  Souss  told  a  press 
conference  held  at  tbe  National  As¬ 
sembly  that  he  was  appealing  to  Isra¬ 
el’s  Peace  Now  movement,  and  re¬ 
called  the  demonstration  of  400,000 
Israelis  in  Tel  Aviv  to  protest  against 
the  massacres  of  Sabra  and  ShatiBa 
in  1982.  “Where  are  those  400,000 
now?  Have  they  been  muzzled  by  tbe 
military  authorities?”  he  asked.

BEERSHEBA  -  “He  stopped  in 
front  of  me  and  we  looked  at  each 
other  for  a  moment.  I  was  suspicious 
of  him.  jus:  as  I  was  suspicious  of 
any  youth  there  who  stopped  to  face 
me.  After  we  passed  each  other,  1 
heard  him  shout  something  like  *Od- 
'bah  al-Yehood’  (Slaughter  the 
Jews)  and  felt  three  deep  stabs  in  my 
back." 

Mosbe  Chapel,  a  19-year-old  sol¬ 
dier,  was  pan  of  the  recent  troop 
buildup  in  the  southern  Gaz2  Strip 
town  of  Rafiah  when  the  attack  oc¬ 
curred  yesterday  afternoon. 

Last  night,  recovering  from  the 
attack  in  Soroka  Hospital  here. 
Chapel  said  that  his  first  response 
was  to  strike  his  assailant  in  the  face 
with  the  stock  of  his  rifle. 

“Then  I  cocked  the  rifle  and  fired 
at  him.  I  don't  know  if  I  hit  him  or  if 
he  was  hit  by  one  oi  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  patroi.  but  I  know  be  was 
hit." 

In  all.  four  Gazans  were  wounded 
in  tbe  exchange,  including  the  knif¬ 
ing  suspect.

At  the  entrances  to  a  number  of  refugee  camps  hard-hit  by  recent 
rioting,  troops  staged  massive  shows  of  force  but  remained  in  place. 

Khan  Y unis  experienced  only  scattered  unrest  yesterday.  “The  people 
here  are  exhausted."  said  an  elderly  shopkeeper  in  the  town’s  shut-down 
business  district.  “They  have  no  more  energy  now." 

Some  Gaza  dty  shopkeepers  opened  their  stores  during  a  morning  tour 
of  the  area  by  Mordechai  and  the  coordinator  of  activities  in  the  territo¬ 
ries,  Shmuel  Goren.  Several  closed  their  doors  soon  after  the  visit, 
however,  responding  to  threats  by  demonstrators. 

In  the  afternoon,  as  demonstrations  in  Sejaiya.  Jabalya.  and  other  areas 
died  down,  an  IDF  soldier  was  stabbed  in  Rafiah  after  his  patrol  had  been 
summoned  to  break  up  a  gathering  of  youths. 

The  injured  soldier.  19-year-old  Mosbe  Chapel,  opened  fire  on  his 
attacker.  Members  of  the  patrol  also  fired,  wounding  three  souths  stand¬ 
ing  close  to  the  scene. 

The  soldier  was  airlifted  to  Beersheba's  Soroka  Hospital  for  treatment. 
His  wounds  were  described  as  “light  to  moderate."

Changes  in  patrol  of  Balata 
after  probe  of  vandalism

“Conclusions  have  been  drawn" 
and  changes  made  as  a  result  of  an 
investigation  of  tbe  incidents  involv¬ 
ing  Border  Police  in  the  Balata  refu¬ 
gee  camp,  a  lop  military  source  said 
yesterday. 

Furniture  and  windows  were  bro¬ 
ken  in  several  homes,  and  residents 
complained  of  being  beaten  and  hu¬ 
miliated  by  Druse  Border  Police¬ 
men  in  the  aftermath  of  a  clash  in 
the  camp  on  Friday,  in  which  three 
camp  residents  were  killed.  OC 
Central  Command  Amram  Mitzna 
this  week  issued  stern  warnings  to 
Border  Police  commanders  at  the 
scene  against  such  conduct. 

IDF  troops  have  been  assigned  to 
patrol  with  the  Border  Police  and 
more  Border  Police  officers  have 
been  added  to  the  patrols,  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  recurrence  of  such  inci¬ 
dents. 

A  group  of  12  Balata  residents 
yesterday  petitioned  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  for  an  order  requiring  the 
defence  minister  and  the  IDF  com¬ 
mander  in  the  West  Bank  to  show 
cause  why  they  should  not  stop  the 
alleged  brutality,  insults  and  shoot¬ 
ings  by  Border  Policemen,  and  pros¬ 
ecute  those  who  took  pan  in  such 
actions.  The  petition  on  their  behalf 
was  submitted  by  attorney  Felicia 
Langer. 

In  affidavits  signed  by  the  peti¬ 
tioners.  some  charge  that  they  had 


been  shot  by  Border  Policemen  al¬ 
though  there  had  been  no  provoca¬ 
tion  on  their  part.  One  petitioner, 
Hanna  Kaabeh.  23,  said  she  lost  a 
kidney  and  was  paralyzed  in  one  leg 
after  she  was  shot  from  behind  as 
she  was  walking  to  visit  her  wound¬ 
ed  aunt.  Others  reported  that  Bor¬ 
der  Policemen  broke  into  homes, 
cursed  and  beat  the  occupants, 
lobbed  tear  gas  grenades  and  shot 
rubber  bullets  at  people  inside 
homes,  and  in  one  case  locked  a 
man  in  a  room  as  they  beat  up  his 
family. 

A  group  of  Balata  residents  met 
yesterday  in  the  West  Galilee  Druse 
village  of  Julis  with  the  Head  of  the 
Israeli  Druse  community.  Sheikh 
Amin  Tarif,  to  protest  against  their 
Treatment  by  the  Druse  Border  Po¬ 
licemen.  Sheikh  Tarif  told  them  that 
the  Border  Policemen  at  Balata  had 
been  following  orders. 

A  senior  military  source  said  that 
one  of  the  major  lessons  from  the 
recent  uarest  was  the  need  to  im¬ 
prove  communication  between  the 
army  and  the  local  population,  both 
to  disprove  false  rumours  and  get 
across  messages. 

Mitzna  this  week  visited  the  Bala¬ 
ta  camp  and  listened  to  residents’ 
complaints,  and  was  also  inter¬ 
viewed  on  Israel  Television’s  Arabic 
service. 

Tbe  source  said  that  beyond  all 
other  causes  of  the  unrest,  “the 
large  number  of  (Palestinian)  casu-

MKs  throw  verbal  stones  in  debate

Tempers  ran  high  in  tbe  Knesset 
yesterday  when  Transport  Minister 
Haim  Corfu  reminded  Mapam  MK 
Mohammed  Wattad  that  "you  bene¬ 
fit  from  Israeli  democracy.  You 
would  not  permit  yourself  to  behave 
in  this  manner  in  any  Arab 
parliament.” 

That,  shouted  the  Labour  Party's 
Abd-el  Wahab  Darousha.  leaping  to 
his  feet  as  Mapam  and  Citizens 
Rights  Movement  MKs  added  their 
protests  to  his,  “is  a  racist  remark!” 

The  incident  took  place  as  the 
House  debated  and  defeated  mo¬ 
rions  of  no-confidence  in  the  gov¬ 
ernment  for  its  handling  of  the  un¬ 
rest  in  the  territories. 

Later,  the  Likud’s  Michael  Eitan 
was  to  term  Progressive  List  for 
Peace  MK  Mohammed  Miari  "an 
agent  of  the  PLO."  a  charge  that 
Miari  countered  by  calling  Eitan  “a 
fascist." 

The  left  could  only  condemn  and 
lament,  with  Miari 'speaking  from 
the  podium  in  Arabic  and  reading  a 
list  of  19  names  of  those  who,  he 
said,  had  died  in  the  violence  in  the 
territories  since  December  9. 

The  right  could  only  insist  that  the 
IDF  was  not  an  army  of  occupation. 

And  the  minister  could  do  little 
but  ask  his  opponents  where  they 
had  been  throughout  19  years  of 
Jordanian  occupation  of  the  West 
Bank:  suggest  to  them  that  if  televi¬ 
sion  were  blacked  out  there  would 
be  not  even  a  hint  of  the  signs  of 
rebellion  noted  by  the  CRM's  Yossi 
Sand,  but  only  peace  and  tranquilli¬ 
ty:  protest  that  were  Israel  to  vacate 
the  Gaza  Strip  that  would  solve 
nothing;  and  reproach  Shinui  MK 
Amnon  Rubinstein  for  not  having 
made  a  case,  while  he  was  still  in  the 
government,  against  blowing  up  ter¬ 
rorist  homes. 

There  was  no  need  for  panic.  Cor¬ 
fu  insisted.  The  language  of  his  op¬ 
ponents  would  only  incite  further 
violence.  Stones  had  been  thrown  in 
the  past,  and  stores  had  been  shut¬ 
tered.  But  Jews  and  Arabs  had  to 
live  together  according  to  the  auton¬ 


omy  plan  of  the  Camp  David  ac¬ 
cords.  The  IDF  would  act  to  ensure 
that  this  was  the  reality.  Corfu  said, 
reiterating,  in  large  measure,  what 
Defence  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
had  said  last  week. 

But  that  was  not  enough  for 
Sand,  who  likened  Industry  and 
Trade  Minister  Sharon’s  house¬ 
warming  in  the  Old  City  to  Nero's 
fiddling  while  Rome  burned. 

The  government  had  robbed  the 
territories'  Palestinians  of  every 
form  of  non-violent  protest  and  na¬ 
tional  self-expression.  Sand  con¬ 
tended.  Small  wonder  that  they  had 
taken  to  the  streets  to  defy  the  Israe¬ 


li  occupation,  for  they  had  nothing 
left  to  lose  but  their  despair. 

It  was  left  to  Labour’s  Abba  Eban 
to  point  out  that  the  problem  was 
not  so  much  the  fate  of  the  Palestin¬ 
ians,  or  the  people  of  tbe  Gaza 
Strip,  as  "the  fate  of  the  Zionist 
dream."  A  continuation  of  the 
deadlocked  international  situation 
in  the  Middle  East  would  achieve 
nothing.  What  was  needed  was  for 
the  government  to  stand  by  its  coali¬ 
tion  guidelines  and  proclaim  to  the 
world  that  the  future  of  the  territo¬ 
ries  was  open  to  negotiation.  But 
Corfu  had  said  nothing  of  this.  Eban 
noted.

Tear  gas  at 
demo  outside 
Shamir’s  home

Police  last  night  used  tear  gas  to 
'disperse  an  illegal  demonstration  by 
Arab  and  Jewish  students  outside 
•the  home  of  Prime  Minister  Shamir 
in  Jerusalem. 

A  student  spokesman  said  that 
they  had  received  permission  to 
mount  a  protest  vigil,  but  Sgan  Nit- 
zav  Eitan  Katz,  head  of  operations 
in  the  Jerusalem  police  force,  told 
reporters  that  die  students  had  as¬ 
sembled  without  a  permit  and  with¬ 
out  notifying  law  enforcement 
officials. 

At  approximately  8  p.m.  some  60 
students  affiliated  with  the  Hebrew 
University's  Campus  Movement 
gathered  directly  across  the  road 
from  the  prime  minister’s  residence. 

Police  arrived  at  8:20,  by  which 
time  the  number  of  demonstrators 
had  swelled  to  over  100.  The  dem- 
‘  onstrators  were  moved  to  nearby 
Rehov  Aza,  and  then  ordered  to 
disband. 

Soon  afterwards  a  policeman 
moved  into  the  crowd  and  began 
shooting  tear  gas.  Twelve  people 
were  taken  into  custody.  One  bad 
been  injured  in  the  fray  and  was 
treated  by  a  police  paramedic.

No  one  took  much  notice  of  her  amid  all 
the  commotion  in  Jerusalem's  Moslem 
Quarter  on  Tuesday  night.

This  was 
one  night  that  Ariel  Sharon's  Arab  neigh¬ 
bour  had  no  desire  to  spend  at  home. 

"Please,  no  names,”  she  said,  because 
she  is  afraid. 

When  she  came  to  her  apartment  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  the  door  was  broken 
and  her  home  was  in  disarray.  The  police

explained  that  they  had  a  search  warrant 
and  that  no  one  had  been  home  to  open  the 
door. 

Nothing  was  taken,  she  said,  but  a  sale 
was  forcibly  opened  and  her  belongings 
were  strewn  all  over  the  place.  A  police  dog 
had  sniffed  around  her  living  room,  search¬ 
ing  for  explosives. 

Her  father  had  moved  into  the  house  in 
1946,  paying  rent  to  an  Arab  merchant  who 
in  turn  paid" rent  to  the  Wittenberg  Trust,  a 
Jewish  charitable  foundation. 

She  was  a  little  girl  when  the  1948  war 
broke  out.  and  onlv  remembers  that  her 


family  chose  not  to  leave  Jerusalem,  despite 
all  the  fighting.  After  the  war,  they- contin¬ 
ued  to  pay  rent  to  the  Arab  merchant,  who 
in  turn  paid  rent  to  Jordan's  Custodian  for 
Absentee  Property. 

After  she  married,  her  father  moved  to  a 
new  house  and  gave  her  and  her  husband 
the  apartment.  There  she  raised  seven  chil¬ 
dren.  five  of  whom  are  now  married. 

During  the  Six  Day  War,  she  and  the 
children  huddled  in  the  building’s  basement 
during  the  fighting.  She  remembers  the 
path  the  Israeli  soldiers  took  past  her  budd¬ 
ing.  and  her  fears  of  what  would  become  of 
her  family. 


After  the  war.  the  rent  was  still  paid  to 
the  Arab  merchant,  who  paid  Israel's  Cus¬ 
todian  for  Absentee  Property,  and  later  the 
Wittenberg  Trust,  which  legally  reclaimed 
the  buildings  it  once  owned. 

Through  all  the  violence  that  surrounded 
and  ultimately  pierced  her  life,  the  home 
remained  a  constant.  And  then  one  day 
several  months  ago,  she  and  her  neighbours 
discovered  that  those  residents  whose  con¬ 
tracts  did  not  protect  them  —  she  is  protect¬ 
ed  -  from  immediate  eviction  were  on  their 
way  out.

Brazilian  firm  denies  planning 
N-capable  missiles  for  Iraq 


Suspect  held  |  ‘israel  not  aware 

m  Jerusalem 
double  killing

TEL  AVTV  —  A  Brazilian  arms  pro¬ 
ducer  has  denied  that  it  is  develop¬ 
ing  a  nuclear-capable  missile  for 
Iraq. 

A  spokesman  for  Brazil's  Avibras 
weapons  manufacturer  confirmed 
Tuesday  a  report  that  it  was  devel¬ 
oping  a  ballistic  missile,  but  denied 
that  the  weapon,  with  a  range  of  300 
km.,  was  being  designed  to  carry  a 
nuclear  warhead  or  that  Iraq  is  help¬ 
ing  to  finance  the  project,  a  Reuter's 
dispatch  said. 

But  Ze’ev  Eytan,  of  Tel  Aviv 
University’s  Jaffee  Centre  for  Stra¬ 
tegic  Studies,  said  that  Biazil,  the 
largest  Third  World  arms  producer. 
-  is  already  providing  Iraq  with  arma¬ 
ments  vital  to  its  war  effort  against 
Iran. 

Of  Brazil's  more  than  SI  .5  b.  in 
worldwide  arms  exports,  Eytan 


said,  about  60  per  cent  go  to  the 
Middle  East,  with  Iraq  the  largest 
customer.  Brazil  already  sells  Iraq 
armoured  personnel  carriers,  ar¬ 
moured  reconnaissance  vehicles, 
training  aircraft  and  multiple  rock¬ 
et-launchers. 

Eytan  said  that  the  300  mm.  ver- 
rion  of  the  rocket  launcher,  with  a 
range  of  68  km. ,  is  “almost  a  surface- 
to-surface  missile."  Although  it 
Jacks  a  guidance  system  and  is  aimed 
in  the  manner  of  an  artillery  shell. 
Eytan  said,  the  rocket  can  carry  the 
kind  of  battlefield  nuclear  weapons 
fielded  by  tbe  superpowers. 

Nonetheless,  both  Brazil  and  Iraq 
remain  several  years  away  from  the 
nuclear  threshold,  he  said.  The  Is¬ 
raeli  bombing  of  Iraq’s  French-built 
nuclear  reactor  in  1981  “set  back” 
the  programme  by  several  years, 
Eytan  said,  but  didn't  derail  it 
entirely. 


Brazil  is  thought  to  be  Iraq's  third 
largest  arms  supplier,  after  the  Sovi¬ 
et  Union  and  France,  Eytan  said, 
and  perhaps  the  eighth  biggest  arms 
seller  in  the  world.  Israel’s  ranking 
is  between  12th  and  15th. 

Avibras 's  development  of  ballistic 
missiles  capable  of  carrying  nuclear 
warheads  or  chemical  weapons  was 
revealed  by  Aaron  Karp,  who  tracks 
international  arms  dealing  for  the 
Stockholm  International  Peace  Re¬ 
search  Institute.  Reuters  quoted 
Karp  as  saying  the  Iraqis  have  been 
“fully  briefed"  on  the  missile,  which 
is  due  to  be  ready  within  two  years. 

Brazilian  weapons  have  also  been 
getting  to  the  other  side  in  the  Gulf 
War.  Eytan  said  that  Brazilian  ar¬ 
moured  personnel  carriers  and  some 
less  advanced  multiple  rocket- 
launchers  have  been  funnelled  to 
Iran  through  intermediaries,  possi¬ 
bly  Libya  or  Algeria.

Shilansky:  Body 
not  Mengele’s

Likud  MK  Dov  Shilansky  says  he 
has  hard  evidence  that  the  body  ex¬ 
humed  in  a  cemetery  near  Sao  Paulo 
is  not  that  of  Auschwitz  concentra¬ 
tion  camp  doctor  Josef  Mengele,  as 
the  Nazi's  relatives  have  claimed, 
and  as  many  judicial,  medical  and 
historical  experts  have  asserted. 

Shilansky  told  reporters  that  he 
met  Mengele's  dentist.  Dr.  Helena 
Bueno  Vieria  de  Castro,  who  said 
that  she  treated  the  Nazi  under  the 
alias  of  Pedro  Miller.  She  confirmed 
to  Shilansky  that  Miller’s  dental  file 
was  identical  with  Mengele’s  SS 
dental  file,  a  copy  of  which  the  MK 
brought  her  to  inspect. 

The  body  exhumed  was  marked 
on  the  gravestone  as  that  of  Wolf¬ 
gang  Gerhardt  who  drowned  in  1979 
while  swimming.  Shilansky  noted. 
But  “Mfller”  continued  to  receive 
dental  care  and  paid  the  doctor  for 
it.  after  the  date  of  the  drowning. 

Gerhardt  bought  a  graveyard  plot 
for  his  mother,  next  to  his  own,  and 
buried  his  mother  there.  Shilansky 
discovered.  It  is  known  that  Men¬ 
gele’s  mother  never  visited  Brazil 
and  was  not  buried  there.  Hence  the 
body  identified  as  that  of  Gerhardt 
could  not  possibly  be  that  of  Men¬ 
gele,  SManskv  said.

Israel’s  future  “war  for  survival”, 
will  not  be  “national  or  economic” 
but  will  be  fought  against  “Moslem 
fundamentalism.  It  possesses  an  in¬ 
exorable  momentum;”  says  Yeho-' 
shua  ("Josh")  Palmon,  the  first  ad-, 
viser  on  Arab  affairs  at  the  Prime . 
Minister’s  Office  (1949-55). 

He  traces  Islamic  fundamentalist 
antagonism  to  Israel  and  tbe  West  to 
Mohammed’s  wars  against  the  Jew¬ 
ish  tribes  of  Yemen  in  the  7th  centu¬ 
ry  and  to  the  Turkish  siege  of  Vien¬ 
na  in  the  17th  century. 

Palmon  fears  that  Israel’s  Arab 
minority  is  being  swept  up  in  the 
current,  “and  the  government  is  do¬ 
ing  nothing  about  it,  doesn’t  even 
seem  to  be  aware  (of  what  is  going 
on).”

BUCHAREST  (AP)  -  President 
Ntcolae  Ceansescu  yesterday,  ac¬ 
knowledged  difficulties  in  imple¬ 
menting  Romania's  centrally 
planned  economic  policy,  but  insist¬ 
ed  an  economic  overhaul  is  unneces¬ 
sary.  He  skirted  mention  of  recent 
public  protests  over  food  and  energy 
shortages,  but  promised  more  meat. 

In  a  40-nrimite  speech  winding  up 
a  three-day  Communist  Party  con¬ 
ference,  Ceausescu  said  the  gather¬ 
ing  had  produced  “hundreds  of  pro¬ 
posals”  for  better  economic 
management  and  planning.  “Reso¬ 
lute  measures''  were  needed  to  im¬ 
prove  these  areas,  he  said,  giving  no 
specifics. 

As  usual  during  his  public  speech¬ 
es.  the  president  and  party  leader  , 
was  wildly  applauded  by  about 5,000  ! 
delegates  and  guests  in  the  Palace  of 
Congresses.  Especially  strong  ova¬ 
tions  erupted  after  be  pledged  that 
the  average  Romanian  would  eat  15 
kilos  of  meat  next  year,  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  about  290  grains  a  week.

Priest  exorcizes  spirit  from  British  trawler 


BADLINGTON,  England  (Reu¬ 
ter)  —  British  officials,  investigating 
why  the  crew  of  a  fishing  trawler 
were  regularly  out  of  work,  called  in 
a  priest  to  exorcise  what  the  sailors 
said  was  a  ghost  on  board.

Since  the  exorcism,  in  which  the 
priest  scattered  holy  water  through 
the  trawler  and  called  on  the  restless 
spirit  to  depart,  the  skipper  has  re¬ 
ported  a  totally  different  atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“It  is  a  warm  and  friendly  boat 
and  we  are  having  very  successful 
catches.”  he  said.

WASHINGTON  <  Reuter)—  Pres¬ 
ident  Reagan  said  on  Tuesday  that 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev 
told  him  last  week  he  wanted  the 
Central  America  peace  plan  to  go 
forward  and  would  end  Soviet  mili¬ 
tary  aid  to  Nicaragua. 

Reagan  did  not  sav  whether  Gor¬ 
bachev  had  made  his  offer  condi¬ 
tional  on  the  U.S.  ending  its  aid  to 
the  Nicaraguan  Contra  rebels  and 
officials  said  Washington  wanted  to 
clarify  the  Soviet  position. 

Describing  a  brief  exchange  with 
Gorbachev  on  Nicaragua  during 
their  three-day  summit.  Reagan  told 
reporters:  “This  is  a  subject  we  are 
going  to  be  discussing  for  some 
time. 

“All  !  know’  is  that  Gorbachev 
told  me  he  wanted  to  go  forward 
with  the  peace  plan,  and  be  would 
withhold  2id  from  the  Sandinistas.” 

He  reiterated  that  Gorbachev 
talked  of  ending  “ail  military'  aid.'’ 
although  “he  did  specify  there  might 
be  some  small  firearms,  of  the  type 
police  use." 

Reagan  made  his  comments  at  a 
picture-taking  session  in  the  White 
House  amid  reports  of  Nicaraguan 
plans  for  a  massive  military  buildup 
with  Soviet  help.

Shipping  sources  said  an  Iranian 
frigate  was  causing  a  traffic  jam  at 
the  entrance  to  the  waterway  by 
stopping  vessels  to  check  details  of 
their  cargo  and  destinations. 

A  military  spokesman  in  Baghdad 
said  Iraqi  jets  hit  one  vessel  off 
Iran's  northern  Gulf  coast  at  mid¬ 
night  Tuesday  and  two  yesterday. 

Gulf  shipping  sources  said  the 
27.244-ton  Cypriot  bulk-carrier 
Mimi  M  was  hit  in  the  midnight 
strike  and  there  were  several  inju¬ 
ries  among  its  Indian  and  Filipino 

crew. 

A  fire  was  extinguished  and  the 
ship  sailed  under  its  own  power  for 
the  Iranian  port  of  Bushire- 
Within  hours  of  the  attack.  Irani¬ 
an  Revolutionary  Guards  pumped 
four  rocket-propelled  grenades  into 
the  29.990-ton  Greek  tanker  World 
Produce,  setting  it  afire  in  the  south¬ 
ern  Gulf  but  causing  no  casualties.

Shipping  sources 
also  said  the  J02.US8-ion  Greek 
tanker  Ariadne  was  grounded  on  a 
sandbar  near  where  it  was  attacked 
on  Tuesday  by  an  Iranian  frigate. 

"It's  a  wreck,  a  complete  write¬ 
off."  a  salvage  source  said  of  the 
ship,  abandoned  by  its  crew  after 
the  attack. 

It  was  the  second  vessel  destroyed 
by  Iran  in  less  than  a  week.  The 
85. 129-ton  Singapore  naphtha  carri¬ 
er  Norman  Atlantic  sank  last  Thurs¬ 
day  after  an  Iranian  arrack. 

At  the  western  end  of  the  Strait  of 
Hormuz,  ships  entering  the  Gulf 
piled  up  as  an  Iranian  frigate  inter¬ 
rogated  them.  Ships  were  stopping 
because  Iran's  four  frigates  have 
shown  no  hesitation  in  blasting  un¬ 
armed  and  unescorted  vessels  which 
refuse  ro  answer  radio  interroga¬ 
tions. 

The  frigates,  which  are  no  match 
for  major  ships  of  Western  navies 
deployed  in  the  Gulf,  leave  vessels 
under  military  escort  alone.  But  the 
Western  navies  -  the  U.S.,  France. 
Britain  and  Italy  -  only  defend  ships 
flying  ihetr  national  flags. 


Shultz:  Moscow  wants 
arms  embargo  in  Gulf 


LONDON  (Reuter)  -  U.S.  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  George  Shultz  said  yes¬ 
terday  the  Soviet  Union  has  shown  a 
new  readiness  to  discuss  a  UN  Secu¬ 
rity  Council  arms  embargo  against 
Iran.  But  he  rejected  a  Soviet  pro¬ 
posal  to  deplov  a  UN  naval  force  in 
the  Gulf. 

“That’s  entirely  premature," 
Shultz  told  a  news  conference  at  the 
end  of  a  six-day  tour  of  Nato  capi¬ 
tals.  He  said  the  Security  Council 
should  work  first  on  an  arms  embar¬ 
go  resolution  before  considering  any 
UN  naval  force. 

Shultz  confirmed  a  Washington 
Post  report  that  the  Soviet  Union 
wanted  the  U.S.  and  other  Western 
governments  to  accept  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  UN-flagged  naval  force  to 
back  any  security  council  aims  em¬ 
bargo  against  Iran. 

“I  understand  that  in  New  York 
now  there  has  been  a  readiness  ex¬ 


pressed  to  work  on  a  follow-on  UN 
resolution  by  which  the  Security 
Council  would  impose  an  arms  em¬ 
bargo  against  Iran,"  Shultz  said. 

“The  Soviets  have  said  they  want 
to  go  forward  with  a  parallel  effort 
at  enforcement  of  the  resolution  and 
they  seem  to  have  in  mind  naval 
enforcement,”  he  added. 

The  Security  Council  last  July 
passed  unanimously  a  resolution  or¬ 
dering  Iran  and  Iraq  to  halt  immedi¬ 
ately  the  fighting  in  their  seven- 
year-old  war. 

Iraq  agreed  to  comply  with  the 
order  but  Iran  has  resisted,  in  spite 
of  intensified  diplomatic  efforts  by 
UN  Secretary-Genera!  Javier  Perez 
de  Cuellar  to  reach  an  agreement.

first  full  day  back  in  the  campaign 
Wednesday  the  old-fashioned  way  — 
pressing  the  flesh. 

As  he  shook  hands  with  factory 
workers.  Hart  said,  "I  think  a  lot  of 
people  have  been  looking  for  a  dif¬ 
ferent  candidacy  and  that’s  what 
we’re  trying  to  do." 

His  renewed  campaign,  which  is 
being  run  largely  by  farruly  members 
rather  than  professional  campaign 
organizers,  many  of  whom  defected 
to  rival  candidates’  campaigns  fol¬ 
lowing  Hart’s  withdrawal,  was 
buoyed  with  publication  of  an  “in¬ 
stant"  poll  which  showed  Mm  to  be 
the  front-runner  once  again  for  the 
Democratic  Party  presidential 
nomination. 


The  US  Today/Cable  News 
network  poll  of 289  registered  Dem¬ 
ocrats  showed  that  Hart  was  the  fa¬ 
vourite  of  29  per  cent,  easily  ahead  of 
Massachusetts  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  with  15  per  cent,  die  Rev¬ 
erend  Jesse  Jackson  with  12  per 
cent.  Senator  Paul  Simon  and  Rep¬ 
resentative  Richard  Gephardt  with 
six  per  cent  each.  Senator  Albert 
Gore  with  five  per  cent  and  former 
Arizona  Governor  Bruce  Babbit 
with  just  one  per  cent. 

But  another  poll,  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  voters,  showed  53  per  cent  felt 
he  should  not  have  made  his  come¬ 
back.

responsibility. 

He  says  that  he  will  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  good  relations  between 
Britain  and  Israel  to  present  the 
“candid  assessment”  that  the  time 
for  an  international  conference  is 
now,  that  the  violence  in  the  territo¬ 
ries  will  continue  so  long  as  they  are 
occupied,  and  that  Israel  has  the 
most  to  lose  by  delaying  a  Middle 
East  settlement. 

“Surely  the  younger  generation  in 
the  State'  of  Israel  must  ask  them¬ 
selves  what  sort  of  basis  for  a  secure 
state  is  it  when  half  the  population 
will  be  Arabs."  he  told  Israeli  jour¬ 
nalists  at  a  briefing  in  the  Foreign 
Office. 

Apologizing  for  using  the  old  cli¬ 
che  yet  again,  Mellor  asserted  that 
there  really  is  a  “historic  opportuni¬ 


ty"  for  Middle  East  peace  at  pre¬ 
sent.  now  that  Egypt  is  back  in  the 
Arab  fold,  the  moderate  states  are 
more  amenable,  and  Syria  is  no 
longer  at  the  summit  of  its  power. 

He  wouldn't  provide  a  timetable 
for  disaster  if  negotiations  are  not 
begun,  but  noted  darkly  that  “most 
of  the  radical  governments  of  20 
years  a|0  have  been  replaced.-’ 

The  implication  was  clear,  but 
Mellor  was  far  too  astute  to  make  it 
any  clearer. 

Mellor  has  apparently  decided 
that  a  conference  is  the  best  way 
forward,  and  it  is  with  that  firm  be¬ 
lief  that  he  is  travelling  to  Israel.  Yet 
he  maintained  that  his  mind  “is  nev¬ 
er  closed”  and  that  he  hopes  Sha¬ 
mir’s  isn’t  either. 

On  that  basis,  his  exchanges  with 
the  prime  minister  will  certainly  be 
candid,  but  are  likely  to  be  rather 
less  than  productive. 

Careful  not  to  take  the  French. 
Germans  or  South  Koreans  to  rask 
over  their  alleged  deals  for  the  free¬ 
ing  of  Lebanon  hostages,  and  at 
pains  to  avoid  criticizing  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  others  for  re-establishing 
high-level  contacts  with  Syria.  Mel¬ 
lor.  commendably.  was  outspoken 
on  one  issue:  human  rights  in  the 
Soviet.  Union. 

He  went  further  than  either 
Thatcher  or  his  direct  boss.  Geof¬ 
frey  Howe,  in  saying  that  there  has 
been  “no  real  sign  of  change  in  Sovi¬ 


et  policy.”  and  that  last  January's 
new  Soviet  emigration  restrictions 
were  “based  entirely  on  the  interests 
of  the  state,  not  the  rights  of  the 
individual.”  The  right  to  lead  a  free- 
religious  life,  and  to  leave  the  coun¬ 
try  if  you  so  desire,  “should  not  be  a 
question  of  grace  and  favour.” 

This  issue  apart,  Mellor  stuck  rig¬ 
idly  to  “Whitehallese.”  never  more 
so  than  on  the  subject  of  Britain's 
record  in  following  up  allegations  of 
war  crimes  against  its  citizens. 

He  firmly  rejected  the  idea  that 
Britain  has  maintained  a  deliberate 
policy  of  non-pursual  of  alleged  Na¬ 
zis.  and  denied  too  that  Britain  was 
slow  to  act  on  Wiesenthal  Centre 
information  concerning  numerous 
suspected  war  criminals  here. 

Allowing  himself  a  rare  display  of 
passion,  he  declared  that  Britain's 
record  in  combatting  fascism  is  un¬ 
equalled.  and  then,  retreating  some¬ 
what.  3dded  that  he  was  in  no  posi¬ 
tion  to  defend  the  Attlee  government 

.Asked  why  Britain  had  never  re¬ 
leased  its  files  on  Kurt  Waldheim's 
wartime  activities.  Mellor  revealed 
that  the  Ministry  of  Defence  exam¬ 
ined  the  documents  extremely  care¬ 
fully  when  reports  arose  suggesting 
that  Waldheim  had  been  involved  in 
actions  against  British  servicemen. 

"No  evidence  was  found,”  said 
Mellor.  “It  would  have  been  acted 
on  if  it  had  been.” 


Vienna  rediscovering  its  Jews 
50  years  after  the  Nazi  takeover

VIENNA  -  How  to  commemorate 
the  destruction  of  your  national  in¬ 
dependence  50  years  later  is  gener¬ 
ally  not  an  easy  question.  In  the 
special  case  of  Austria  today,  where 
discussions  about  the  Nazi  period 
have  been  a  public  preoccupation 
since  March  1986,  when  Kurt  Wald¬ 
heim's  wartime  activities  were  dis¬ 
closed,  the  situation  is  more  than 
delicate. 

The  Austrian  government  has  set 
up  a  special  committee  to  deal  with 
the  “act  of  commemoration”  and 
has  so  far  decided  to  apply  a  low-key 
presentation.  Both  houses  of  parlia¬ 
ment  will  have  a  joint  and  special 
session  dominated  by  solemn 
addresses. 

Dr.  Peter  Marboe,  a  top  party 
manager  of  the ,  Qm'stian-Caiiserva- 
five  OEYR;^lto:ha»:s0eBtfiCh'yeaF5: 
in  New -York  as-a  suecessfol  Austri¬ 
an  information  officer,  had  a  very 
special  idea:  “The  whole  world  re¬ 
members  the  famous  picture  of  the 
crowds  hailing  Hitler  on  the  Helden- 
platz  in  Vienna.  To  stress  the  evi¬ 
dent  difference  from  March  13, 
1938,  I  suggested  that  many  more 
Austrians  should  gather  in  the  same 
place  in  1988  to  demonstrate  in  a 
positive  way. 

“We  submitted  my  idea  to  Austri¬ 
an  ambassadors  abroad  for  discus¬ 
sion.  Jt  was  turned  down  because 
there  were  too  many  doubts  wheth¬ 
er  the  comparison  between  the  pic¬ 
tures  from  then  and  now  would 
evoke  the  desired  effect,"  Marboe 
explains. 

In  the  meantime,  a  slightly 
amended  version  was  proposed  by 
Viennese  Mayor  Dr.  Helmut  ZUk': 
that  65,000  torches,  symbolizing  the 


□umber  of  deported  and  murdered 
Jews,  should  be  lit  and  carried  by 
youths  throughout  the  city  and  to 
the  infamous  Heldenplatz.  There 
the  lights  “should  speak  for 
themselves.” 

Although  no  decision  has  been 
taken  yet  on  these  proposals,  other 
activities  connected  with  the  memo¬ 
ry  of  the  tragic  events  of  March  193S 
have  been  already  executed  or  are  in 
the  making. 

Two  symposia  to  work  out  these 
plans  have  already  taken  place. 
One.  entitled  “Expelled  Ratio” 
( Vertriebene  Vernunfi).  brought 
back  as  guests  former  Jewish  Austri¬ 
ans  to  their  city  of  birth.  But  they 
were  not  anonymous;  each  had  one 
thing  in  common  -  an  outstanding 
career  in  his  or  her  new  home. 

The  list  extended  from  Bruno 
:  Bettelheim,  the.  renowned-  chii- 
dren’S’  psycho  I  ogisf.-T-O  Viktor 
■  -Weisskopf.'-the  nuclear  scientist- 
and  included  Ernest  Dichter,  who 
has  been  described  as  the  “king”  of 
advertising  research,  and  Hermann 
Marks,  the  world  famous  chemist  at 
Nasa.  The  widespread  publicity 
their  personal  accounts  of  their  arbi¬ 
trary  expulsions  got  in  the  Austrian 
media  showed  once  again  the  tre¬ 
mendous  loss  Austria  suffered 
through  this  self-inflicted  brain 
drain.

to  revitalize  Haifa’s 
oldest  white  elephant

HAIFA  -  The  city's  oldest  white 
elephant,  dormant  for  over  nine 
years,  is  about  to  be  shaken  out  of 
its  slumber  which  has  cost  the  inves¬ 
tors  millions  but  put  a  lot  of  lawyers 
in  the  black. 

The  '23-storey  Migdal  Haim  on 
Rehov  Hetzl,  whose  shell  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1978  and  has  since  stood 
pointing  at  the  sky  like  an  emphatic 
statement  on  what  a  falling-out  of 
partners  can  bring  about,  is  now  to 
be  completed  by  international  hote¬ 
lier  Albert  Elias. 

The  agreement  to  complete  the 
building,  signed  on  a  piece  of  tom 
paper,  marks  the  end  of  years  of 
bitter  legal  battles  which  went  all  the 
way  to  the  High  Court  and  raised 
the  morale  of  the  laywers  involved 
but  not  of  the  city,  whose  first  mod¬ 
ern  shopping  centre  it  was  to  have 
been. 

The  tower  will  have  a  100-room 
hotel  on  its  12  upper  floors,  above 
office  space,  a  fur  manufacturing 
and  sales  centre,  a  shopping  centre 
and  a  bank.  Below  that,  there  will 
be  a  large  underground  parking  lot 
and  tunnel  that  wfli  connect  up  with 
Rehov  Ariosoroff. 

The  tower  was  built  on  a  plot  of 
over  two  dunams,  originally  owned 


by  the  Twentieth  Century  Fox  com¬ 
pany,  which  bought  it  some  40  years 
ago  to  put  up  a  cinema.  The  plan 
never  got  off  the  ground;  in  1970, 
Shlomo  Kuenreich,  of  the  Kuen¬ 
reich  Brothers  furrier  firm  offered 
to  buy  it  from  Fox. 

A  handshake  agreement  on  a 
$400,000  sale  price  sent  him  scurry¬ 
ing  for  partners  and  overnight  he 
put  together  a  group  of  Jewish  furri¬ 
ers  from  Italy,  the  U.S.  and  En¬ 
gland. 

In  1975,  they  signed  an  agreement 
with  the  Mivne  Peles  building  con¬ 
tractors  of  Haifa  to  build  die  tower 
(named  after  Kueoreich's  late  fa¬ 
ther,  Haim)  in  three  years,  in  return 
for  part  ownership.  Two  years  later 
the  shell  was  completed  and  the 
mezzanine  floor  was  sold  to  Bank. 
Leumi  for  over  $2  million. 

Then,  as  the  interior  was  to  be 
built,  the  Mivne  Peles  partners  fell 
out,  setting  off  nine  years  of  legal 
wrangling.  In  the  meantime,  the 
projected  landmark  became  an  eye¬ 
sore  and  traffic  hazard. 

Kuenreich  meanwhile  interested 
Elias  in  the  project. 

Elias,  who  has  hotels  in  Eilat,  Je¬ 
rusalem  and  New  York,  paid  Peles 
$600,000  for  his  share  and  is  expect¬ 
ed  to  invest  an  estimated  $3m.-  $4 
m.  more  to  complete  the  tower. 


of  the  many  illustrious  guests  at  this 
high-level  literary  meeting. 

A  third  symposium,  to  take  place 
in  January  1988,  is  being  organized 
jointly  by  the  American  Jewish 
Committee  and  the  “Politische 
Akademie”  of  the  OEVP  Party.

The  Jewish  leaders  here  see  little 
sense  in  cooperating  with  the  Aus¬ 
trian  People's  Party  on  this  event, 
and  rite  their  reasons  -  that  the 
OEVP  was  instrumental  in  arousing 
anti-Semitism  to  achieve  the  politi¬ 
cal  goal  of  pushing  Waldheim 
through  to  victory;  and  that  the 
Christian-Conservative  Party  wants 
-  to  exploit  this  symposium  to  white¬ 
wash  its  own  image  -  again  trying  to 
use  the  Jews  for  this  move. 

Meanwhile,  five  books  dealing 
with  Jewish  topics  have  been  pub¬ 
lished  here  within  the  past  four 
weeks. 

Jews  were  never  called  back  offi¬ 
cially  after  the  Holocaust;  only  the 
Communist  representative  on  the 
City  Council  issued  a  plea  to  those 
forcibly  exiled  to  return  to  Vien¬ 
na. 

The  city  of  Vienna  has  organized 
a  large  exhibition  at  the  Historical 
Museum  in  the  Karlsplatz,  empha¬ 
sizing  Jewish  culture  and  contribu¬ 
tions.  In  the  city  of  Herzl,  where  he 
wrote  the  Judenstoat  in  1896,  and 
where  Nathan  Birabaum  defined 
the  political  meaning  of  Zionism, 
Jewish  life,  religion  and  history  are 
once  again  being  brought  to  light.

Education  officials;  hope 
to  make  technology  No.  1 
in  Israeli  schools,  society

A  plan  to  make  science  and  tech¬ 
nology  the  top  subjects  in  the  na¬ 
tion's  schools  is  about  to  be 
launched  by  the  Education  Minis¬ 
try.  The  aim,  say  officials,  is  to  pre¬ 
pare  pupils  for  life  in  the  next  centu¬ 
ry  when  high-tech  will  dominate 
industry  and  commerce. 

It  is  intended  to  wipe  out  the  stig¬ 
ma  that  many  parents  and  teachers 
attach  to  technical  and  vocational 
schools.  “The  notion  that  a  techni¬ 
cal  education  is  for  the  scholastically 
weaker  members  of  society  will  be 
shown  to  be  wrong,”  Education 
Minister  Yitzhak  Navon  said  this 
week. 

The  project  is  to  be  launched  ex- 
perimentallv  next  year  in  10  schools. 
If  it  is  successful,  it  will  be  imple¬ 
mented  throughout  the  . education, 
system  within  the  next  six  years:  - 
“When  we  see  what  is  going  on  in 
this  country  and  in  the  world  at 
large,  we  realize  that  a  scientific  and 
technical  education  is  increasingly 
important,  even  for  those  who  are 
not  planning  to  enter  such  fields,” 
Navon  said  during  a  briefing  for 
education  reporters. 

The  hope  is  that  eventually  every 
pupil  will  study  science  and  technol¬ 
ogy  from  elementary  school  on¬ 
wards.  Children  straight  out  of  kin¬ 
dergarten  will  be  introduced  to 
computers  and  electronics  and 


robots. 

Efforts  will  also  be  made  to  en¬ 
courage  schoolgirls  to  join  the  boys 
in  studying  such  supposedly  “male” 
subjects  as  engineering,  metalwork 
and  so  on.  Much  of  the  project  will 
be  concerned  with  breaking  the  rigid 
framework  that  governs  vocational 
and  technical  education. 

Pupils  will  be  given  until  their 
eleventh  year  in  school  to  choose 
their  final  specialization,  instead  of 
having  to  choose  in  the  tenth  year  as 
they  do  now.  And  the  number  of 
specializations,  today  a  bewildering 
array  of  some  90  possibilities,  will  be 
reduced  to  25,  with  several  subjects 
lumped  together  in  so-called 
“baskets." 

Students  who  do  well  will  be 
pushed  to  continue  their  education 
at  university  and  technical  colleges. 
And  for. those  who  do  not  have  the, 
potential  for  higher  educ^pn^ttjgre 
will  be  a  wider  choice  of  studies  than 
exist  today. 

Already,  said  Tsok,  there  are 
plans  to  introduce  courses  on  com¬ 
munications  and  other  new  subjects. 

Perhaps  the  biggest  change  in  the 
proposed  reform,  said  Tsok,  is  that 
it  will  allow  pupils  who  find  they  are 
not  fitted  to  the  course  they  have 
chosen  to  change  subject  in  mid¬ 
stream.  This  is  not  allowed  under 
the  present  system  and  education 
specialists  fear  that  much  talent  has 
been  wasted  as  a  result.

Address  by  Arye  L.  Dulzin 
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I  stand  before  you  both  bumble 
sod  moved.  Ten  yeas  have  passed 
since  the  Zionist  Congress  first  be¬ 
stowed  upon  me  the  responsibility 
of  leading  the  Zionist  movement 
and  the  Jewish  Agency. 

That  responsibility  has  been 
great  and  heavy,  and  the  Congress 
delegates  deserve  a  report,  which 
for  me  win  also  be  a  more  personal 
introspection.  I  win  akn  refer  to 
the  future  of  this  movement  whi  ch 
1  have  been  privileged  to  lead  -for 
an  entire  decade 

There  were  great  achievements 
.  in  this  period.  The  straggle  for  So- , 

*  viet  Jewry,  the  aliya  of  Ethiopian 
Jewry,  Project  Renewal,  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of 270  new  settlements.  I 
cannot  list  all  of  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  here. 

Before  aD  else,  1  would  like  to 
extend  a  hearty  welcome  to  the 
delegates.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to 
see  after  so  many  years,  an  elected 
Congress.  Elected  -  meaning  that 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Zionists 
throughout  the  world  have  taken 
past  in  its.  election.  Elected  - 
meaning  that  this  movement  is 
once  again  the  movement  of  the 
people  and  all  of  hs  parts:  a  demo¬ 
cratic  movement  standing  proudly 
behind  the  Dag  of  Zionism. 

1  see  many  new  faces  here,  the 
faces  of  the  young  generation.  For 
many,  this  is  their  first  Congress. 
My  first  Congress  was  in  29S1. 
The  experience  which  many  of  yon 
are  undergoing  today  is  one  that  is 
deeply  inscribed  in  my  heart.  I  was 
then  a  delegate  from  a  «rn»n  com¬ 
munity  in  a  distant  land.  I  was 
young  and  excited  with  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  being  a  delegate  to  the  first 
Congress  to  convene  in  the  Jewish- 
state  and  in  its  Jerusa¬ 

lem. 

Ever  since  1  was  a  young  man, 
Zionism  has  been  the  driving  force 
in  my  life.  Before  the  establish- 
„  ^nent.  of  the  state,  itwas  relatively 
easy  lo.be  a  Zionist.  Whoever 
yearned  for  a  Jewish  state  and 
worked  to  hasten  its  coming  was  a 
Zionist  The  debates  in  the  Jewish 
world  were  more  indszve  then,  bnt 
they  were  also  simpler.  The  Zion¬ 
ists  were  a  minority  in  the  Jewish 
people,  and  our  opponents  were 
many.  The  majority  of  the  people 
were  indifferent  And  we  fought 
for  the  soul  of  this  people.  We  went 
through  hard  times,  but  we  met 
with  success.  The  dream  was  rea¬ 
lized,  and  die  Jewish  state  was  cre¬ 
ated. 

Today,  the  debate  is  perhaps 
not  so  bitter,  but  it  is  more  difficult 
and  complex.  There  are  those  who 
question  whether  the  goal  was  in- 
deed  achieved.  And  there  are  those 
who  reply  that  the  role  of  the  Zion¬ 
ist  movement  has  ended. 

Ingathering  of  the  Jewish 
People  in  Its  Land 

After  the  declaration  of  inde¬ 
pendence,  Ben-Cozion  announced 
that  the  movement  was  a  scaffold, 
and  that  the  time  had  come  to  dis¬ 
mantle  it  A  very  great  man,  and  of 
very  great  stature,  but  his  mistake' 
was  equally  great  The  Zionist 
movement  was  never  a  scaffold, 
but  a  foundation.  What  is  the  role 
of  Zionism  today?  My  response  is 
dear  land  simple:  continuing  the 
ingathering  of  the  Jewish  people  in 
its  land.  And  as  long  as  the  major¬ 
ity  o  f  the  Jewish  people  is  not  in  its 
land,  the  role  of  Zionism  has  not. 
come  to  an  end.  Moreover,  an¬ 
other  dimension  has  been  added  to 
this  role  today,  and  I  believe  in  it 
with  all  my  heart  the  continuation 
of  Judaism  itself  now  depends  on 
the  strength  of  that  foundation 
called  Zionism. 

This  year  we  are  celebrating  the 

ninetieth  anniversary  of  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  Zionist  movement. 

1  But  it  did  not  beingwith  Theodore 
Heed,  nor  with  the  first  Zionist 
-  Congress  in  Basle.  Its  origin  goes 
back  to  the  day  on  which  the  Tem¬ 
ple  was  destroyed  and  our  people 
were  exiled  from  the  land  of  its  fa¬ 
thers.  . 

Zionism  then  was  expressed  in 
prayers  and  longing,  lacing  east 
three  times  a  day  to  Jerusalem,  the 
capital  of  the  souls:  two  thousand 
years  of  passive  Zionism..  There 
i  were  ahn  false  roessixhs  who 
sparked  foreign  fires,  searing  deep 
scars  in  the  heart  of  the  Jewish 
people. 

What  is  the  essential  difference 
between  that  whole  lengthy  penod 
and  the  historic  moment  when  the 
World  Zionist  Organization  was 
founded?  The  difference  is  that 
this  was  the  first  time  a  movement 
was  established  that  raised  foe 
banner  of  rebellion,  and  an  that 

had  been  dormant  and  pasive  was 

transformed  into  action,  fighting, 
and  realization.  The  eyes  that  had 
always  been  raised  toward  Zion 
were  joined  by  legs  which  camea 
those  who  had  prayed  to  Son. 

Zionism  is  a  foundation  of  Ju¬ 
daism.  and  it  is  the  key  to  its  con¬ 
tinuation.  This  great  drama,  the 

.CADV.)  - - - - - 


drama  of  longing  for  Zion  and  Je¬ 
rusalem,  has  not  ended,  and 
moves  between  two  poles.  One 
pole  is  the  physical  return  to  Son, 
plain  and  simple;  the  other,  spirit¬ 
ual  in  essence,  is  the  building  of  a 
model  society  in  foe  land  of  the 
Jews,  according  to  the  loftiest  vi¬ 
sion  of  the  Prophets  of  Israel 

If  you  remove  ‘either  pole,  the 
entire  structure  is  liable  to  col¬ 
lapse.  Without  both,  supporting 
arid  complementing  one  another, 
Judaism  would  become  a  marginal 
religious  sect  of  little  importance, 
along  the  lines  of  foe  Neturei 
Knrto.  Therefore,  Zionism  is  foe 
supreme  expression  ofhope  for  foe 
Jewish  people,  and  it  is  foe  founda¬ 
tion  for  foe  people's  fixture,  just  as 
the  state  today  Is  foe  central  factor 
in  ensuring  its  existence; 

I  win  not  speak  of  foe  achieve¬ 
ments  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  the 
first  forty  years  of  its  existence.  In 
my  opinion  -  as  wdl  as  that  of  oth¬ 
ers  — this  is  foe  most  dramatic  and 
fascinating  human-story,  not  in  foe 
history  of  foe  Jewish  people  alone, 
bat  in  foe  history  of  all  mankind. 
I  regret  foal  in  our  daily  fife,  at 
time*  mundane,  we  do  not  always 
see  tins  great  light.  Those  who  ex¬ 
perience  miracles  often  do  not  per¬ 
ceive  them.  We  should  recall  what 
is  written  in  the  Passover  Hag- 
garia,  that  every  individual  nrost 
see  himself  as  if  he  personally  had 
come  out  of  Egypt.  Each  individ¬ 
ual  should  see  himself  as  if  he  per¬ 
sonally  had  witnessed  the  rise  of 
the  State  of  Israel 

The  Zionist  Movement  - 

A  Historic  Success  Story 
- 1  came  on  aliya  to  Israel  in 
1956. 1  remember  those  days  and 
the  period  before  them,  times  of 
the  ingathering  of  a  people  that 
bad  raen  from  the  ashes  of  foe 
Holocaust,  times 'of  hundreds  of 
'  thousands  flowing  to  Israel  from 
the  countries  of  Islam.  This  popu¬ 
lation  was  ingsfoered  from  all 
parts  of  the  world,  from  one  hun¬ 
dred  countries,  and  it  spoke  sev¬ 
enty  languages.  The  tribes  of  Israel 
were  absorbed  in  impossible  con¬ 
ditions,  and  despite  all  foe  differ¬ 
ences  among  them,  they  became 
once  again  whatfoey  always  had 
beern  one  people. 

The  dormant  language  of  the 
book  once  again  became  a  living 
language  spoken  by  everyone.  Set¬ 
tlement  spread  to  the  north  and 
south.  New  foundations  were  laid, 
and  these  modest  beginnings  were 
bmh  up  immeasurably  in  all  as¬ 
pects  oflife.  Institutions  of  govern¬ 
ment  ■  were  established  in 
conditions  of  freedom  and  democ¬ 
racy-  This  was  especially  remark¬ 
able,  considering  that  most  of  foe 
new  citizens  of  this  country  came 
from  nations  that  had  never  exper¬ 
ienced  liberty  and  democracy. 
And  despite  afi  foe  difficulties  and 
obstacles  and  bitter  controversies, 
an  exemplary  democratic  system 
of  government  was  established. 

In  retrospect,  I  know  that  we 


theirs.  The  State  of  Israel  has  lost 
stature  over  the  years,  and  its  at¬ 
tractive  force  has  decreased.  Its 
idealistic  lifestyle  has  gradually 
weakened,  while  Zionism  is  first 
and  foremost  an  idea.  The  more 
this  idea  grew  weaker  is  foe  cetuer. 
the  influence  of  foe  periphery  also 
decreased.  Most  national  libera¬ 
tion  movements,  even  those  that 
have  succeeded,  have  become  fos¬ 
silized  -  if  not  worse.  Our  libera¬ 
tion  movement  is  the  greatest 
single  success  story  in  history*.  Bui 
this  does  sot  mean  that  there  are 
no  dangers  ahead-  All  idealistic 
movements  are  in  sever  decline.  If 
we  do  not  realize  how  to  raise  foe 
idealistic  flag  once  again  in  foe 
spirit  of  foe  best  of  foe  tradition 
and  values  of  foe  Zionists  move¬ 
ment,  we  are  liable  to  become 
bankrupt 

The  Challenge: 

The  Continuity  of  the 
Jewish  People 

Members  of  foe  Congress,  foe 
Jewish  Agency  was  reconstituted 
in  1971.  We  established  foe  part¬ 
nership  between  foe  Zionist  move¬ 
ment  and  foe  leaders  of  foe  appeals 
abroad  in  the  wake  of  foe  natural 
developments  following  foe  Six 
Day  War.  The  Jewish  people  ral¬ 
lied  around  the  State  of  Israel  in  a 
demonstration  of  unprecedented 
unity.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  in  its 
great  enthusiasm,  both  con¬ 
sciously  and  unconsciously,  foe 
Jewish  people  became  Zionist. 

This  took  on  practical  expres¬ 
sion  in  the  appeals.  Before  foe  Six 
Day  War.  the  United  Jewish  Ap¬ 
peal  and  Keren  Hayesod  brought 
in  between  65  and  70  million  dol¬ 
lars  annually.  Following  the  Six 
Day  War,  these  sums  jumped  to 
340  million  dollars.  Beyond  the 
importance  of  the  figures  them¬ 
selves,  fois  was  ~ah  expression  of 
love  and  responsibility  for  the 
State  of  Israel  and  this  is  what  is 
important.  As  a  result  of  foe  suc¬ 
cess  of  foe  appeals,  full  partnership 
was  established  in  the  Jewish 
Agency. 

For  our  partners,  the  so-called 
non-Zionists,  fund-raising  is  a 
philanthropic  act.  However,  full 
partnership  and  responsibility- 
brought  these  bodies  doser  to  Zi¬ 
onist  activity.  This  feeling  of  close¬ 
ness  led  to  foe  slogan  “We  Are 
One,”  and  this  was  foe  first  time 
that  a  Zionist  slogan  was  adopted 
by  the  appeals.

In  foe  Diaspora,  we  are 
now  faced  with  a  situation  the  likes 
of  which  we  have  never  before  ex¬ 
perienced.

In  foe  past,  whoever  was  bom  a 
Jew  lived  as  a  Jew.  Of  course,  there 
were  conversions,  there  were 
programs,  there  were  persecu¬ 
tions.  but  even  in  foe  most  diffi¬ 
cult  periods  the  Jews  remained 
Jewish.  They  used  to  say:  it  is  hard 
to  be  a  Jew,  very  hard,  but  it  is 
good  to  be  a  Jew.  This  is  not  the 
case  today.  The  complete  liberty 
enjoyed  by  many  Jews  in  the  West¬ 
ern  world  is  precisely  what  is 
threatening  the  existence  of  the 
Jews  as  lews.  There  is  assimila¬ 
tion,  there  is  acculturation,  there  is 
distancing.  Part  of  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple  is  abandoning  Judaism,  not 
necessarily  as  a  demonstration  of 
protest,  but  out  of  languor  and  in- 
.  enia_  This  is; the  problem  of  a 
bountiful  and  plentiful  life.  It  is 
good  for  foe  Jews.  It  is  good  for 
them  in  foe  State  of  Israel  and  it 
is  good  For  them  in  foe  free  world. 

This  easy  living  is  what  interests 
them  most  of  alL  And  this  is  foe  es¬ 
sential  difference  between  foe  past 
and  foe  present 

In  the  course  of  two  thousand 
years,  wc  have  acquired  vast  and 
bitter  experience  in  preserving  foe 
Jews  in  conditions  of  exile,  dis¬ 
tress.  and  persecution,  when  it  w  as 
bad  for  them.  We  have  no  experi¬ 
ence  in  preserving  the  Jews  as  Jews 
when  it  is  good  for  them.  This  is 
the  most  important  challenge  fac¬ 
ing  us:  finding  ways  to  ensure  con¬ 
tinued  Jewish  existence.  The  su¬ 
preme  task  of  foe  Zionist  move¬ 
ment  is  to  ensure  foe  continuation 
of  the  Jewish  people.

ensure  that  in  foe  future  as  well 
equal  rights  would  be  given  eves  Lf 
one  spouse  is  not  Jewish.  This  was 
the  intention  of  the  legislator,  acd 
this  was  the  unanimous  decision  of 
foe  national  unitv  government  of 
1970. 

Even  foe  National  Religious 
party  supported  the  law-  whole¬ 
heartedly.  and  I  say  this  in  its 
praise.  There  is  no  reason  to 
change  foe  status  quo.  and  it  would 
be  advisable  to  remov  e  this  subject 
from  the  agenda.  Such  problems 
should  be  the  issue  of  clarification 
and  discussion,  but  not  legislation. 

I  am  happy  to  hear  that  there  are 
people  in  both  large  parties  who 
understand  this.  And  I  call  upon

Dear'  friends,  foe  Herzliya 
Process,  in  foe  section  on  positive 
mitzvoi.  reemphasized  that  aliya  is 
of  the  essence.  Now  foal  foe  beads 
of  the  appeals  have-accepted  foe 
issue  of  aliya  as  a  rcroonsibility  of 
foe  community*,  foe  Zionists  must 
see  aliya  2nd  the  self-fulfillment  of 
foe  individual  Zionist  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  as  an  objective.  In  the  light  of 
this  situation,  what  must  we  do  for 
foe  future?  What  is  our  role?  At  foe 
Jewish  Agency  Assembly.  I 
brought  up  for  foe  fim  time  foe 
idea  that,  with  foe  acceptance  of 
foe  Jerusalem  Program  by  foe  non- 
Zionists,  foe  time  has  come  to 
unite  foie  leaders  of  foe  Jewish 
communities  in  the  world  with  the 
World  Zionist  Organization  in  one 
body.  The  same  objectives  are 
shared  by  all,  and  so  implementa¬ 
tion.  too,  must  be  shared.  I  know 
that  this  is  not  something  that  can 
be  done  overnight,  and  it  will  re¬ 
quire  a  fundamental  examination. 

I  submit  foe  idea  for  your  consid¬ 
eration  and  deliberation. 

In  my  opinion,  there  is  a  need 
to  reexamine  foe  objectives  of  foe 
Jewish  Agency  and  foe  World  Zi- 
ooist  Organization.  We  must  de¬ 
fine  what  foe  roles  of  these 
organizations  will  be  in  foe  future, 
and  1  warn  to  outline  foe  direction 
in  which  we  must  go. 

In  foe  first  days  of  the  Slate  of 
Israel,  foe  appeals  were  intended 
to  save  Jews.  They  were  a  decisive 


movement  in  foe  past,  with  all  of  factor  in  the  aliya  of  hundreds  of 


its  parts  and  all  of  foe  world  views 
represented  in  it,  and  Tnuat 
Hamagshimim  will  emphasize  this 
unity  even  more  vigorously.  I 
place  great  hopes  in  Tnuat 
Hamagshimim.  because  it  is  likely 
to  be  foe  nucleus  -  hard,  inciting, 
and  agitating  -  within  foe  Zionist 
movement.  I  see  its  establishment 
as  a  step  in  the  renewal  of  the  pio¬ 
neering  of  the  early  days  of  foe  Zi¬ 
onist  movement. 

As  a  result  of  foe  Herzliya  Proc¬ 
ess.  we  have  opened  the  gates  wide 
for  foe  entry  of  organizations 
which  in  the  past  had  only  been  af¬ 
filiated  to  foe  Zionist  movement 
and  now  enjoy  full  rights  and  re¬ 
sponsibilities.  Elections  have  been 
held,  and  two  large  and  important 
organizations,  foe  Reform  and 
Conservative  movements,  took 
part  in  them.  Dear  friends,  permit 
me  to  congratulate  these  two 
movements,  both  for  foe  challenge 
which  they  have  met  and  for  their 
success.  Since  foe  affiliation  of  foe 
international  organizations  of  foe 
Orthodox.  Reform,  and  Conserva¬ 
tive  movements,  foe  pluralism  in 
foe  Zionist  movement  has  begun 
to  fully  express  foe  reality  of  foe 
Jewish  people  today-  Herein  lie 
both  greatness  and  power.

We  all  know  that  there  are  still 
needy  Jews  in  foe  State  of  Israel. 
Nonetheless,  foe  State  of  Israel 
today  is  no  longer  a  country  of  dis¬ 
tress.  The  proportion  of  needy 
people  in  foe  Stare  does  not  exceed 
those  of  foe  developed  countries, 
including  the  United  States.  No 
child  in  foe  State  of  Israel  goes 
hungry.  No  child  in  Israel  goes 
barefoot.  No  child  goes  without 
schooling.  And  we  can  take  pride 
in  this:  we  have  succeeded  in  over¬ 
coming  distress. 

There  is  a  certain  problem  in 
foe  image  of  foe  State  of  Israel  as 
portrayed  by  foe  appeals,  as  if  it 
were  a  country  in  need  of  3id  in¬ 
stead  of  a  country  where  one  can 
live  in  comfort.  To  a  certain  ex¬ 
tent.  this  image  curtails  aliya,  and 
such  slogans  should  no  longer  be 
employed.  The  appeals  should 


world.  The  key*  to  this  lies  in  the 
universities,  in  the  centers  of  re¬ 
search  and  learning.  But  these,  to 
our  regreL  are  in  serious  trouble 
today.  This  situation  must  be 
changes,  and  it  must  be  changed 
quickly. 

Most  young  Jews  in  foe  world 
study  in  universities,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Jewish  professors,  scientists, 
and  researchers  is  large,  not  only*  in 
the  free  world,  but  also  in  the  So¬ 
viet  Union.  We  must  expand  foe 
infrastructure  for  their  profes¬ 
sional  absorption. 

One  of  the  tavir<  which  we  must 
take  upon  ourselves  today  is  to  see 
foe  development,  growth,  and  ex¬ 
pansion  of  foe  universities  as  a 
high  priority.  Only  thus  will  we 
have  a  chance  to  achieve  our  gpai: 
constituting  a  spiritual-cultural 
center  for  foe  Jewish  people. 

There  axe  some  500.000  Jewish 
students  in  foe  free  world  today, 
acd  some  50.000  Jewish  profes¬ 
sors.  These  represent  great  and 
vast  resources  of  knowledge  and 
culture.  Why  shouldn’t  at  least  20 
percent  of  these  Jewish  students 
study  in  Israeli  universities?  Per¬ 
haps  special  universities  or  aca¬ 
demic  departments  wifo 
instruction  in  foe  more  common 
languages  should  be  established  in 
Israel. 

A  task  no  less  important  is 
working  with  Jewish  youth  of  high 
schoci  age.  We  will  certainly  be  un¬ 
able  to  cope  with  this  problem  in 
terms  of  numbers,  but  we  have  the 
ability  to  deal  with  it  qualitatively. 
We  must  establish  unique  high 
school  programs  in  Israel,  institu¬ 
tions  that  would  provide  foe  Jew¬ 
ish  students  w  ho  would  come  from 
ail  over  with  foe  highest  level  of 
education  and  learning  in  foe 
wcrld.  There  are  plenty  of  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  throughout  the  world. 
If  we  do  this,  we  can,  overtime,  ed¬ 
ucate  an  elite  of  the  Jewish  people: 
a  scientific,  cultural,  and  -  first 
and  foremost  -  moral  and  Zionist 
elite.  U  nless  we  start  working  prac¬ 
tically  in  this  tremendous  mission, 
ail  our  talk  about  a  model  society 
will  be  empty  words. 

Currently ,  we  bring  about 
15.000  young  people  on  various 
programs  for  periods  of  between 
two  weeks  and  a  year.  Of  these, 
some  remain  in  Israel,  while  those 
who  return  to  foeir  communities 
are  2bie  ambassadors  for  foe  State 
of  Israel,  and  foe;y  will  constitute 
the  source  of  aiiva  in  coming  years. 
Surveys  conducted  recently  show 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  bring  at 
least  1 00.000  young  people  annu¬ 
ally.  This  is  realistic.  But  foe  effort 
will  require  massive  funds.  There¬ 
fore.  1  propose  that  foe  issue  of  ab¬ 
sorption  be  transferred  to  the 
government  as  a  first  Stage,  and 
that  foe  funds  available  be  used  to 
bring  more  youth  and  students  to 
Israel. 

The  situation  in  absorption  is 
difficult.  Bureaucracy  and  dupli¬ 
cation  hurt  olim.  The  Horev  com¬ 
mission  asked  foat  we  establish  a 
joint  authority  of  foe  government 
and  the  Jewish  Agency.  The 
execute  e-and  I  personally- 
supported  this  wholeheartedly.  To 
my  regret,  this  idea  has  not  been 
implemented.  The  current  situa¬ 
tion  cannot  continue.  I  have  there¬ 
fore  reached  foe  conclusion  foat 
only  one  agency  must  be  responsi¬ 
ble  for  foe  absorption  of  immi¬ 
grants.  We  must  put  an  end  to  foe 
deplorable  situation  in  which  the 
Aliya  Department  blames  foe 
Ministry  of  Absorption  and  foe 
Ministry  blames  the  Department, 
with  foe  immigrant  paying  the 
price. 

The  Jewish  Agency  aqd  foe 
World  Zionist  Organization  will 
continue  to  work  in  foe  promotion 
of  aliya.  in  aliya  itself,  and  in 
bn  aging  youth  to  foe  State  of  Is¬ 
rael.  This.  too.  must  be  one  of  foe 
objectives  of  foe  appeals.  If  tens  of 
thousands  of  students  come,  and  if 
aliya  is  encouraged  From  foe  free 
world,  foe  relationship  between 
foe  State  of  Israel  and  foe  Dias¬ 
pora  will  be  strengthened  and  Jew¬ 
ish  awareness  within  foe 
communities  themselves  will  be 
deepened.  Such  activities  on  foe 
part  of  foe  appeals  will  help  the 
Jewish  people  maintain  its  exis¬ 
tence.  1  know  that  it  is  not  a  simple 
matter  to  transfer  functions  from 
foe  Jewish  Agency  to  the  govern¬ 


ment.  The  transfer  must  be  done 
in  stages.  But  deliberations  and 
decision-making  on  it  must  be 
done  here  and  now. 

Emphasizing  our  work  for  foe 
survival  of  foe  Jewish  people  must 
be  foe  messagr  of  this  Congress, 
for  we  are  one  people  wifo  a  shared 
fate,  both  here  in  foe  State  of  Is¬ 
rael,  foe  center  of  foe  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple  ,  and  throughout  foe  world.

From  this  podium,  we  call  upon 
foe  leaders  of  the  great  powers  to 
regard  foe  Jewish  issue  as  a  central 
issue  in  foeir  talks.  Tens  and  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  Jews  in  foe 
Soviet  Union  are  entitled  to  expect 
that  foeir  national  aspirations  be 
honored.  Those  who  want  to  come 
on  aliya  should  be  given  foe  right 
to  do  so.  Those  who  want  to  re¬ 
main  there  have  foe  right  to  live  as 
Jews,  wifo  foeir  government  hon¬ 
oring  their  right  to  identify  wifo 
foeir  Jewishness  and  allowing 
them  to  express  it  in  foeir  own  lan¬ 
guage,  as  well  as  maintain  foeir 
own  cultural  and  religious  life.  It  is 
intolerable  foat  foe  Hebrew  lan¬ 
guage  is  considered  illegal  in  foe 
USSR.  It  is  beyond  reason,  and  we 
must  fight  for  foe  legitimation  of 
foe  Hebrew  language  in  foe 
USSR. 

Wc  extend  heartfelt  greetings  to 
foe  Jews  of  foe  Soviet  Union. 
More  than  one-quarter  million 
Jews  have  left  foe  USSR  in  recent 
years,  and  two  thirds  of  them  have 
come  on  aliya  to  foe  State  of  Israel. 
Clearly,  it  is  foe  State  of  Israel  that 
is  foe  primary  factor  in  foe  Jewish 
and  Zionist  reawakening  in  foe  So¬ 
viet  Union.  Woe  to  us,  and  even 
more  so  to  Soviet  Jewry,  if  foe 
State  of  Israel  had  not  been  estab¬ 
lished. 

The  Jews  of  foe  Soviet  Union 
leave  wifo  visas  to  Israel,  and  they 
are  obligated  to  come  here.  It  is 
foeir  responsibility,  both  formally 
and  morally.  A  visa  to  Israel  is  not 
just  a  piece  of  paper,  a  fiction  foat 
can  be  taken  lightly.  This  visa  says 
that  you  are  coming  on  aliya  to 
Zion.  No  one  is  forcing  that  Jews 
of  foe  Soviet  Union  to  apply  fro 
and  accept  Israeli  visas,  but  who¬ 
ever  receives  one  must  see  this  as 
a  two-sided  obligation:  it  is  the  ob¬ 
ligation  of  foe  state  to  receive  him 
and  absorb  him.  and  it  is  his  obli¬ 
gation  to  cotne  here.  Whoever  is 
indifferent  to  foe  moral  aspect  of 
foe  issuc-and  there  are  those  who 
are,  and  I  do  not  refer  only  to  foe 
noskrim  foemsclves-does  not  un¬ 
derstand  foe  depth  of  foe  insult  in 
such  an  a  cl  Moreover,  we  can  in 
no  way  accept  that  Jews  leaving 
foe  Soviet  Union  define  them¬ 
selves  as  refugees.  Everyone  is  free 
to  choose  not  to  live  in  Israel,  but 
members  of  a  people  that  h~s  a 
state  welcoming  it  wifo  open  arms 
cannot  be  considered  refugees. 

The  Jews  of  foe  Soviet  Union 
have  been  absorbed  successfully  in 
Israel.  We  will  not  rest  until  all 
those  who  want  to  are  allowed  to 
come,  and  we  will  welcome  them 
with  open  arms  and  open  hearts.  It 
is  our  firm  hope  that,  in  foe  wake 
of  those  who  have  already  come  to 
Israel,  hundreds  of  thousands 
more  will  come.  The  struggle  for 
this  will  be  long  and  hard,  but  we 
will  win. 

In  foe  past  20  years,  we  have  ab¬ 
sorbed  more  than  half  a  million 
Jews,  including  olim  from  foe  So¬ 
viet  Union  and  Ethiopia.  Today, 
these  are  the  two  Diaspora  com¬ 
munities  that  symbolize  the  strug¬ 
gle  for  foe  Zionist  idea  and  the 
recognition  foat  there  is  no  alter¬ 
native  to  the  Zionist  solution.  The 
Jews  of  foe  Soviet  Union  came  be¬ 
cause  the  October  revolution, 
which  claimed  to  solve  foe  Jewish 
problem,  also  proved -as  will  any 
other  such  revolution- not  to  offer 
any  humane  solution  to  the  Jewish 
problem.  There  is  only  one  solu¬ 
tion:  in  Eretz  Israel,  and  foe  aliya 
of  Ethiopian  Jewry  has  proved 
that  foe  light  Of  Zionism  reaches 
even  foe  most  remote  places.  This 
light  will  also  reach  foe  isolated 
Jewish  communities  of  Syria,  Iran, 
and  Yemen.  All  these  show,  more 
than  anything  else,  the  greatness  of 


the  Zionist  revolution  and  foe  idea 
of  foe  ingathering  of  exiles.  This  is 
a  most  unique  story  ib  foe  history 
of  mankind.  Ii  Is  wonderful,  beau¬ 
tiful.  and  unsurpassed. 

SAFEGUARDING  THE

In  conclusion.  I  would  like  to 
thank  foe  Zionist  movement  for 
foe  full  confidence  I  have  enjoyed 
from  aj]  its  pans.  This  year  we  axe 
celebrating  the  ninetieth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  foe  first  Zionist  Congress, 
foe  fortieth  anniversary  of  Israel's 
independence,  and  foe  twentieth 
anniversary  of  Jerusalem's  reunifi¬ 
cation.  Ever  since  Jerusalem’s  re¬ 
unification  20  yean  ago,  1  have 
been  privileged  to  be  at  foe  center 
of  derision-making  and  activity  in 
foe  Zionist  movement  and  foe 
Jewish  Agency,  as  Treasurer  and 
Chairman.  Over  these  years.  I  have 
strived  to  deal  responsibly,  faith¬ 
fully,  and  objectively  wifo  alL  I 
viewed  myself  as  a  representative 
of  foe  whole.  Today,  renewal  is  a 
necessity,  not  only  in  foe  move¬ 
ment.  but  in  foe  state  itself.  Per¬ 
haps  foe  Zionist  movement  has 
not  succeeded  enough  in  influenc¬ 
ing  Jews  to  come  on  aliya.  But  isn’t 
foe  state  also  responsible  for  this 
situation?  Isn't  foe  yerida  of  young 
people  from  Israel  a  painful  fail¬ 
ure? 

In  order  to  changp  things,  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  deflect  responsi¬ 
bility  toothers.  There  is  a  need  for 
changes  in  values  throughout  foe 
system,  bpfo  in  foe  Zionist  move¬ 
ment  and  in  foe  state.  This  is  not 
beyond  our  ability,  even  though  it 
will  not  be  simple.  Nothing  is  sim¬ 
ple  in  a  democratic  society,  espe¬ 
cially  in  a  body  in  which  foe  entire 
political  spectrum  of  foe  state  and 
the  Jewish  people  is  represented,  ir 
wc  want  to  survive,  we  must  over- 
come  our  tendency  to  divide  the 
responsibilities  within  the  Jewish 
Agency  and  foe  World  Zionist  Or¬ 
ganization.  We  must  strive  for  foe 
streamlining  of  activity  required 
by  foe  changes  that  have  taken 
place  in  israel  and  in  foe  world. 

This  can  only  be  done  if  foe  na¬ 
tional  leadership  at  all  levels  and 
components  recognizes  this  need 
and  lends  its  support.  And.  unless 
we  strive  to  truly  become  a  model 
society,  we  will  have  no  chance  to 
once  again  become  an  attractive 
force  for  foe  best  of  Jewish  youth 
■o  the  world. 

It  has  been  rightfully  said  that 
the  State  of  Israel  is  a  bridgehead, 
not  an  end  unto  itself.  Aliya  was 
and  is  the  central  problem  of  our 
movement.  Every  Zionist  can  re¬ 
call  Weizmann’s  cry:  “Where  is  the 
People  of  Israel?"  and  who  among 
us  does  not  remember  Levi 
Esbkol’s  fear  that  our  history 
would  come  to  an  end  if  our  gene-  1 
ration  had  established  a  state  but 
lost  a  people?  And  if,  at  the  first  1 
Congress,  Herd  said  that  “foe  or¬ 
ganization  is  proof  of  the  I 
movement’s  understanding,"  what 
we  need  today  is  to  transform  the  l 
World  Zionist  Organization  into  a 
move  me  a  L  And  the  movement  | 
means  an  idea.  Only  through  edu-  j 
cation  and  this  idea  can  we 
strengthen  our  children  here  and 
bring  young  Jews  from  all  over  the 
world  to  Israel. 

This  will  require  changes  in  val¬ 
ues,  both  in  foe  Diaspora  and  in  Is¬ 
rael.  Without  these,  all  our  calls 
will  be  in  vain.  Worldwide  Jewish 
solidarity  has  until  now  faced  ibc 
test  in  foe  most  wonderful  way. 
The  test  before  us  now  is  to  trans¬ 
form  this  solidarity  into  an  inter¬ 
locking  network,  connecting  the 
heart  of  the  Jewish  people  with  foe 
rest  of  its  body.  It  is  my  hope  that 
this  Congress  will  be  a  Congress  of 
one  heart  and  constitute  a  real  con¬ 
nection  of  the  people  wifo  its  land. 

To  the  new  Chairman  and  Ex¬ 
ecutive:  you  are  being  given  foe 
leadership  of  the  Zionist  move¬ 
ment  in  this  Congress.  1  believe 
that  the  Zionist  movement  is  the 
lifeline  of  foe  Jewish  people  and 
the  State  of  Israel.  The  tasks  are 
many,  and  foe  responsibility  is 
great.  Nonetheless.  I  have  a  special 
request:  preserve  foe  unity  of  foe 
Zionist  movement  and  foe  unity  of 
foe  Jewish  people  has  suffered  in¬ 
ternal  divisions  that  brought  terri¬ 
ble  tragedies  upon  it.  The  Zionist 
movement  must  serve  as  a  model 
for  the  State  of  Israel  and  foe  Jew¬ 
ish  people  of  the  ability  to  live  to¬ 
gether  honorably,  in 
understanding,  and  in  coopera¬ 
tion. 

I  wish  this  Congress  success  in 
its  deliberations.  Let  this  Congress 
be  a  symbol  of  our  enterprise  and 
an  example  of  our  unity,  foe  last¬ 
ing  unity  of  the  Jewish  people  and 
its  state.

to  re-establish  arms 
links  of  Israel,  France’

HERZLIYA  PfTUAH  -  Conditions 
are  ripening  for  Israel’s  arms  indus¬ 
tries  to  re-establish  links  with  France 
after  two  decades.  Admiral  Rene 
Bloch,,  former  director  of  interna¬ 
tional  affairs  for  the  French  Ministry 
of  Defence,  said  this  week. 

Bloch,  a  seminal  figure  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  France's  aerospace  in¬ 
dustry.  said  at  a  conference  here  on 
international  joint  ventures  that  any 
rapprochement  would  have  to  be 
done  discreetly  and  ‘"on  a  case-by¬ 
case  basis."  But  ‘‘with  the  opening 
toward  Nato,  I  think  there's  hope  for 
Israel’s  defence  establishment  to  re¬ 
open  certain  relationships.” 

On  Monday,  the  U.S.  granted  Is¬ 
rael  nearly  equal  status  with  Nato 
allies  in  bidding  on  U.S.  defence 
contracts. 

Although  the  U.S.  has  enormous 
financial  cl  out  and  has  taken  the 
“unprecedented  step”  of  acknowl¬ 
edging  Israel  as  a  strategic  asset, 
Bloch  said  Israel's  dependence  on 
the  U.S.  had  a  negative  side,  as  well. 


“In  any  relationship  with  Ameri¬ 
ca.  there  are  many  strings  attached, 
technically,  financially,  in  exports,” 
he  said.  “If  one  wants  to  live  with 
America,  then  one  has  to  live  with  it. 
which  means  the  [decision  to  cancel 
the]  Lavi.” 

U.S.  pressure  exerted  on  Israel  to 
scuttle  the  project  could  have  a  lin¬ 
gering  effect,  said  Bloch,  currently 
senior  adviser  to  the  chid*  executive 
officers  of  such  U.S.  rampant  as 
United  Technologies.  - 

France,  once  Israel’s  staunchest 
ally  and  primary  weapons  supplier, 
dosed  the  arms  pipeline  within  days 
of  the  start  of  the  Six  Day  War  in 
1967,  Since  then,  France  has  become 
a  major  source  of  weapons  for  the 
Arab  world  and,  in  particular,  Iraq. 

Indeed,  Arab  economic  leverage, 
as  well  as  the  oB  weapon,  are  thought 
to  pose  major  hurdles  in  reviving 
military  cooperation  between  Israel 
and  European  nations. 

“But  if  the  Americans  aren’t 
afraid  of  the  Arab  boycott,  why 
should  the  Europeans  be?”  Bloch 
asked.

Kessar  defends  role  of 
Histadrut  as  employer

HERZLIYA  PITUAH  -  There’s 
no  inherent  contradiction  between 
the  Histadrut’s  role  as  both  union 
and  employer,  Histadrut  Secretary- 
General  Yisrael  Kessar  declared  at  a 
labour  convention  Monday. 

Speaking  at  the  Second  European 
Regional  Congress  on  Industrial 
Relations,  Kessar  dismissed  a  ques¬ 
tioner’s  suggestion  of  mandated  sep¬ 
aration  between  union  and  manage¬ 
ment.  likening  it  to  trying  to 
legislate  relations  between  husbands 
and  wives. 

“What  do  you  do  with  coopera¬ 
tives  or  kibbutzim?"  Kessar  asked. 
The  Histadrut,  through  its  Hevrat 
Ha'ovdim  holding  company,  con¬ 
trols  some  of  Israel’s  largest 
companies. 

Dov  Lautman,  president  of  the 
Manufacturers  Association,  who  ap¬ 
peared  at  the  same  symposium,  said 
that  although  inflation  bad  been 
contained,  government,  labour  and 
management  still  have  failed  to  de¬ 


fine  Israel's  long-term  economic 
goals. 

“A  tripartite  effort  is  required.” 

Kessar  was  combative  in  chiding 
the  government  for  taking  full  credit 
for  the  two-and-a-half-year-old  eco¬ 
nomic  reforms  that  have  stabilized 
the  economy. 

“It  should  be  mentioned  that  em¬ 
ployees  also  were  involved  in  the 
negotiations,"  he  said. 

Neither  Kessar  dot  Lautman 
clearly  embraced  a  devaluation, 
with  Kessar  flatly  saying  that  it  was 
unnecessary  and  Lautman  question¬ 
ing  whether  it  would  “shock”  the 
economy.

Kibbutz  opens 
plant  for 
pre-fab  panels 

Kibbutz  Sha'alavim  in  Emek 
Ayalon  last  month  opened  a  S2  mil¬ 
lion  factory,  operating  under  the 
name  Mivned  Co.,  to  produce  pre¬ 
fabricated  insulated  panels. 

The  panels,  which  are  used  for 
building  wails,  partitions  and  roofs 
in  large  structures  such  as  sports 
centres  and  industrial  buildings, 
will  be  manufactured  under  a  pro¬ 
cess  developed  in  Italy.  Marketing 
Manager  Moshe  Oren  said  he  fore¬ 
cast  sales  in  the  coming  year  to 
reach  $3m.  Mivned  has  built  27 
structures  in  Israel  using  the  panels. 

Clothing  exports 

Israel's  rag  trade  is  expected  to 
show  a  25  per  cent  increase  in  ex¬ 
ports  for  this  year,  with  sales  ap¬ 
proaching  $400  million.  Around  67 
per  cent  of  the  exports  went  to  the 
European  market. 

Industry  and  Trade  Ministry  offi¬ 
cials  said  yesterday  that  this  export 
boost  marked  the  second  year  of  a 
recovery  that  began  after  a  five-year 
slump  in  the  industry. 

Investment  in  the  garment  indus¬ 
try  has  at  the  same  time  increased 
nearly  32  per  largely  due  to  the  free- 
trade  agreement  with  the  U.S., 
which  has  enhanced  Israel's  compet¬ 
itiveness  as  a  producer.  But  the  offi¬ 
cials  pointed  out  that  the  profitabili¬ 
ty  of  exports  to  the  dollar  bloc  were 
disappointing  in  light  of  the  expecta¬ 
tions  surrounding  the  free-trade 
agreement.

Jordanian  carrier  plans  Miami  route 


AMMAN  (AP)  —  The  chairman  of 
the  Royal  Jordanian  Airlines  said 
Monday  the  state-run  company  ex¬ 
pects  to  turn  a  $5.1  million  profit  for 
1987,  and  plans  new  routes  soon  to 
Miami  and  Montreal. 

Ah*  Ghandour  told  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  that  the  earnings  came  on  ex¬ 
pected  revenues  of  S366  million.  Fi¬ 
nal  figures  are  generally  released  in 
June. 

Passenger  traffic  increased  about 
8  per  cent  over  1986,  reaching  1.2 
million,  with  the  largest  growth  —  of 
12  per  cent  —  on  the  airline’s  flights 
to  North  America,  where  it  serves 
New  York,  Chicago  and  Los  Ange¬ 
les. 

Ghandour  said  Royal  Jordanian 
expected  to  start  serving  Miami  by 
April,  and  to  Montreal  at  an  undis¬ 
closed  point 

The  airline,  which  changed  its 
name  from  Alia  at  the  start  of  1987, 


is  gradually  selling  shares  to  the 
public  and  its  employees,  and  has 
been  reducing  its  debt  by  selling  its. 
planes  and  leasing  them  back. 

Ghandour  said  the  airline  gained 
from  the  dedining  dollar  because  all 
of  its  debt  is  denominated  in  die 
American  currency.  He  also  pre¬ 
dicted  that  the  new,  lower  air  fare 
regime  in  Europe  will  increase  pas¬ 
senger  traffic  enough  to  overcome 
reduced  per-seat  revenues. 


Ghandour,  a  dose'  associate  of 
King  Hussein,  praised  the  wave  of 
deregulation  and  privatization 
sweeping  the  U.S.  and  Europe,  call¬ 
ing  for  greater  regionalism  in  inter¬ 
national  air  traffic. 

He  said,  “A  European  air  market 
is. envisioned  by  1992  and  we,  the; 
Arab  nations,  are  left  behind  to  reel 
under  a  protectionist  and  restrictive 
aviation  environment  that  does  po 
one  any  good.”

Disasters  due,  in  the  opinion  of 
experts,  to  take  place  in  20  years  time  tend  to  be  put  out  of 
mind.  What  matters  is  the  here  and  now,  not  long-term 
developments.  The  result  is  that  dire  warnings  of  what  will 
happen  if  steps  are  not  promptly  taken  to  avert  a  future 
collapse  fall  on  mostly  deaf  ears. 

A  good  example  is  the  threat  facing  Israel's  old-age  pension 
system.  The  alarm  sounded  by  the  Deputy  Capital  Market 
Commissioner  in  the  Treasury,  Micha  Winter,  at  the  Knesset’s 
Labour  and  Social  Affairs  Committee  this  week,  was  not  the 
first.  If  ignored,  the  economy  will  within  two  decades  simply 
be  unable  to  make  good  its  present  obligations  to  retired 
workers. 

The  reasons  for  this  are  somewhat  complex,  but  they  are  not 
too  hard  to  discover.  They  are  mainly  demographic.  The  most 
obvious  is  the  rise,  typical  of  all  industrialized  countries,  in  life 
expectancy.  During  the  past  decade  alone  average  life  expec¬ 
tancy  in  this  country  has  risen  by  3.2  years  for  males,  to  age 
73.5,  and  by  3. 1  years  for  women,  to  age  77.  This  trend  is  likely 
to  continue,  even  if  not  at  quite  the  same  rate.  Fertility  rates, 
however,  have  dropped  during  the  same  period  from  3.7  to  3.1 
children  per  woman. 

What  this  means  is  that  fewer  young  working  people  are  and 
will  in  future  be  around  to  support  more  elderly  retired 
people.  Plainly,  the  original  estimates  of  the  right  size  of 
deductions  from  workers'  monthly  salaries,  and  of  employers' 
direct  contributions,  into  pension  funds  were  off  beam.  This  is 
not  true  of  all  the  mostly  Histadrut-affiliated  funds,  but  it  is  the 
rule,  not  the  exception. 

What  is  to  be  done  in  order  to  remedy  the  situation,  and  to 
avert  the  looming  financial  disaster  ? 

Unless  the  funds  are  pinning  their  hopes  on  eventual  bailout 
by  the  Treasury,  which  would  be  very  foolish,  they  should 
reduce  the  danger  of  collapse  by  taking  joint  remedial  and 
preventive  action.  The  labour  federation's  secretary-general, 
Yisrael  Kessar,  has  indeed  called  on  the  funds  to  pool  their 
resources,  for  they  will  either  stand  together  or  fall  together. 
Mr.  Kessar's  sensible  initiative  has,  however,  been  meeting 
powerful  resistance  from  the  entrenched  and  wasteful  bureau¬ 
cracies  that  control  the  several  funds,  especially  those  that,  not 
necessarily  for  reasons  of  good  management,  are  better  off. 

Administrative  measures  will  not,  however,  suffice.  Manda¬ 
tory  xetirement  at  65  for  men  and  60  for  women,  now  a 
tiresome  anachronism,  ought  to  be  scrapped.  Able-bodied  and 
clear-minded  oldsters  should  be  allowed  to  continue  working 
beyond  the  traditional  cutoff  age.  thus  also  helping  themselves 
out  financially  when  they  do  retire. 

The  inevitable  reform,  which  may  .amount  to  a  radical 
change  in  the  structure  of  pension  firnds,  could  spell  some 
hardship.  For  this  to  be  acceptable  to  the  working  people  at 
large,  some  of  the  high  pensions,  deriving  from  government 
budgets,  for  former  public  officials  should  also  be  trimmed. 


Pious  hands  in  the  till 


THE  WILFUL  channelling  of  government  funds  into  party 
institutions  has  a  long  history  in  Israel.  Few  parties  that  have 
ever  participated  in  a  government  coalition  can  claim  total 
immmunity  against  the  charge  of  having,  at  one  time  or 
another,  indulged  in  it.  Perhaps  the  most  brazen  practitioner 
of  this  political  art  used  to  be  the  National  Religious  Party, 
during  the  long  years  it  controlled  the  Interior  Ministry. 

The  NRP’s  venerable  leader,  Yosef  Burg,  did  not  even 
make  bones  about  the  fact  that  he  preferred  that  particular 
ministry,  over  which  he  lorded  for  many  years,  to  any  other, 
because  it  gave  him  such  easy  access  to  funds  that  could  be 
turned  to  party  use.  One  of  the  gimmicks  was  to  transfer 
government  funds  to  municipalities  and  local  councils  only  on 
condition  that  some  of  these  funds  be  ear-marked  for  NRP- 
related  institutions.  Those  institutions  in  turn  were  expected  to 
help  expand  the  NRP’s  constituency. 

Now  it  is  Shas  that  is  in  charge  of  the  Interior  Ministry.  It  is 
making  Dr.  Burg  look  like  a  novice.  Officially  Prime  Minister 
Shamir  presides  over  the  ministry,  holding  the  seat  warm  as  it 
were  for  Rabbi  Yitzhak  Peretz.  But  effective  control  resides 
with  the  director-general,  Arye  Der’i. 

He  has  shown  himself  entirely  adept  at  applying  Dr.  Burg's 
methodology  to  Shas's  purposes,  only  with  even  fewer  com¬ 
punctions  about  propriety  and  such.  If  his  hands  are  in  the 
public  til!  on  behalf  of  his  party,  the  young  rabbi  seems  to  be 
saying,  that  is  all  for  the  sake  of  Heaven,  and  no  legitimate 
objection  can  be  entered. 

Herzliya’s  mayor,  Eli  Landau,  a  member  of  the  premier’s 
party  if  not  of  his  faction  has  found  Der'i's  tactics  most 
objectionable  indeed,  and  has  rightly  raised  a  hue  and  cry. 

Now  the  Knesset  State  Control  Committee,  duly  alerted, 
has  asked  State  Comptroller  Ya’acov  Maltz  to  look  into  the 
matter.  This  is  all  very  well,  of  course,  but  nothing  will  be 
gained  unless  the  Knesset  passes  a  law  making  such  manifestly 
politically  corrupt  practices  criminal  as  well.

The  commercial  strike  in  Ramal- 
iah  remained  in  force  for  the  fifth 
straight  day,  though  stores  re: 
opened  to  Nablus.  The  neighbour¬ 
ing  Baiata  refugee  camp  was  quiet. 

The  relative  calm  was  apparently 
connected  with  the  lower  profile 
maintained  by  troops,  who  have 
been  instructed  to  avoid  unneces¬ 
sary  clashes  with  demonstrators  and 
exercise  restraint.  Planned  arrests 
and  destructions  of  homes  of  tenor 
suspects  have  been  temporarily  sus¬ 
pended  to  avoid  an  additional 
source  of  tension,  military  sources 
said.  Troop  reinforcements  have  re¬ 
mained  in  the  area,  however,  and 
are  still  on  full  alert  for 
disturbances. 

A  senior  military  source  said  be 
believed  the  wave  of  protest  to  the 
West  Bank  was  petering  out,  but 
was  not  over.  “The  big  fire  is  out, 
but  we  have  to  watch  that  the  em¬ 
bers  don't  become  another  blaze,'* 
he  said.  The  source  said  the  continu¬ 
ing  violence  in  Gaza  and  unrest 
around  Jerusalem  in  connection 
with  Industry  and  Trade  Minister 
Ariel  Sharon’s  move  into  the  Old 
City  could  cause  a  new  cycle  of 
protests. 


FOREIGN  MINISTER  Shimon 
Peres  is  reported  to  have  denied  the 
statement  attributed  to  him  backing 
a  proposal  for  the  “demilitariza- 
tion"  of  the  Israeli-occupied  Gaza 
Strip.  That,  however,  did  not  stop 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Sbamir 
from  lashing  into  Peres,  without  first 
checking  whether  there  was  any  sub¬ 
stance  to  the  reports. 

The  entire  flap  would  seem  to  be 
the  sort  of  non-event  we’ie  going  to 
be  exposed  to  with  ever-growing  in¬ 
tensity  and  irrationality  during  this 
election  year,  but  it  shed  little  light 
on  the  real  dilemmas  confronting 
Israel  in  regard  to  the  Gaza  Strip. 

The  problem  of  what  to  do  about 
Gaza  which  has  been  with  us  since 
its  occupation  in  June  1967  was  fur¬ 
ther  highlighted  last  week  by  the 
fact  that  the  disturbances  which 
swept  through  the  occupied  territo¬ 
ries  began  with  events  in  the  Strip. 
In  addition,  it  has  become  fashion¬ 
able  of  late  to  speak  of  the  “human 
rime-bomb,”  which  the  rapid  rate  of 
population  increase  in  that  45  km. 
long  by  §  km.  wide  area  constitutes 
for  Israel. 

Israel  has  oever  known  what  it 
wanted  to  do  with  the  Gaza  Strip 
and  its  teeming  population,  over 
half  of  whom  are  1948  refugees  or 
their  descendants,  rather  than  indig¬ 
enous  inhabitants  of  Gaza  and  its 
satellite  towns.  During  the  10  years 
that  Labour  governments  were  in 
power  between  1967-77,  cabinet 
ministers  from  then  prime  minister 
Golda  Meir  and  down  periodically 
reiterated  that  Israel  would  never 
relinquish  the  Gaza  Strip.  But  the 
area,  under  Labour,  was  placed 
clearly  out  of  bounds  to  Israeli 
settlement. 

The  rationale  for  the  Israeli  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  Rafiab  area  of  north¬ 
ern  Sinai  was  to  establish  a  buffer 
area  that  would  eventually  be  an¬ 
nexed  but  that  would  permit  Israel 
to  return  the  bulk  of  Sinai  to  Egypt, 
and  Gaza  to  some  other  Arab  sover¬ 
eignty,  preferably  Jordan.  The 
short-sighted  insistence  of  Jimmy 
Carter  in  backing  Anwar  Sadat's  ul¬ 
timatum  at  Camp  David  in  1978  that 
every  single  square  inch  of  “holy 
Egyptian  sod”  be  returned  in  effect 
gave  Israel  exceptionally  strong  rea¬ 
sons  to  reject  running  the  risks  of

ever  leaving  Gaza,  despite  the  prob¬ 
lems  it  presents.  1 

When,  following  the  conclusion 
of  the  Camp  David  agreement,  the 
talks  on  Palestinian  autonomy 
which  were  part  of  that  agreement 
failed  to  take  off  -  due  to  endemic 
Palestinian  short-sightedness  and 
not  initially  to  Menachem  Begin ’s 
stonewalling  —  Shimon  Peres  float¬ 
ed  the  idea  of  “Gaza  First.'*  Neither 
the  Egyptians,  the  Jordanians,  nor 
the  Palestinians,  however,  were 
ready  to  buy  that  proposal.  Which 
brought  us  all  back  to  Square  One.

THE  “HUMAN  TIME-BOMB”  as¬ 
pect  of  the  Gaza  problem  derives 
from  the  fact  that  the  population 
there  has  increased  by  about  50  per 
cent  during  the  20  years  of  the  Israe¬ 
li  occupation  and.  given  the  annual 
rate  of  natural  increase  of  over  3.1 
per  cent,  it  can  be  expected  to  grow 
by  another  50  per  cent  in  the  13 
years  remaining  until  the  end  of  the 
century. 

The  Central  Bureau  of  Statistics 
put  the  population  figure  for  1967, 
based  on  the  post-occupation  cen¬ 
sus,  at  381,000,  with  the  figure  for 
the  end  of  1967  being  about  560,000. 
By  the  end  of  the  century  that  figure 
should  be  over  830,000. 

Under  occupation,  the  standard 
of  living  of  the  Palestinian  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Strip  has  grown  tremen¬ 
dously  —  by  about  120  per  cent  in 
terms  of  per  capita  private  consump¬ 
tion,  in  fixed  terms.  The  trouble  is 
that  that  phenomenal  growth  was 
largely  achieved  during  the  first  de¬ 
cade  or  so  of  the  occupation. 

Since  1979,  it  has  remained  rela¬ 
tively  fixed  because  whatever  gains 
were  made  in  total  income  were 
largely  wiped  out  by  the  rapid  popu¬ 
lation  growth.  It  is  that  situation 
that  can  be  expected  to  get  worse 


during  the  coming  years.  In  effect, 
the  picture  in  Gaza  reflects  the  very 
similar  problems  of  runaway  popu¬ 
lation  growth  that  beset  Egypt  itself. 

That  problematic  population 
growth  is  itself  a  reflection  of  anoth¬ 
er  remakable  achievement  made  un¬ 
der  Israeli  occupation:  Infant  mor¬ 
tality  has  dropped  from  150  per 
thousand  births  in  1967  to  33  per 
thousand  in  1986.  Life  expectancy 
has  increased  to  63  and  is  expected 
to  grow  to  69  by  the  end  of  the 
century  -  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
Arab  world.  And,  yet,  all  thesd 
good  things  spell  trouble  for  the  so¬ 
ciety  at  large.  Gaza  is  fast  becoming 
one  of  the  most  densely  overpopu¬ 
lated  strips  of  land  to  the  world. 

When  one  speaks  in  terms  of  a 
“human  timebomb,”  the  implica¬ 
tion  is  that  it  should  motivate  Israel 
to  get  out  of  Gaza  as  quickly  as 
possible.  There  are  certainly  good 
reasons  why  Israel  should  wish  to 
get  out  of  the  Gaza  Strip  eventually, 
rather  than  to  annex  it  But  there 
are  even  stronger  reasons  why  she 
should  not  contemplate  doing  so  un¬ 
der  present  conditions. 

First  of  all,  it  should  be  clear  to  all 
those  who  are  truly  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  the  Palestinian  Arabs 
of  Gaza,  that  Israel’s  leaving  will  not 
ease  the  problems  deriving  from 
runaway  population  growth  by  one 
whit.  It  might  even  make  them 
worse. 

Israel’s  getting  out  of  Gaza  will 
not  solve  the  Strip’s  problems;  it  will 
simply  make  it  possible  for  Israel  to  - 
unburden  itself  of  responsibility  for 
those  problems,  or  what  is  called  in 
Hebrew  anny  slang  —  zabasham  — 
“it's  basically  their  problem  and  not 


ours,  so  let  them  break  their  heads 
over  it,  notoms.”  One  can  argue  in 
support  of  such  Israeli  cynicism,  but 
I  somehow  believe -that  that  is  not 
what  the  Israelis,  who  are  truly  con¬ 
cerned  about,  the  morality  of  it.  all, 
intend. 


But  why  should  Israel  seek  to  be 
holier  than  the  pope?  Why  shouldn't 
we  just  get  out  of  that  hellhole, 
which  .  can  only  keep  on  getting 
worse  and  worse?  Especially  when 
there  are  few,  if  any,  emotional, 
historical  or  religious  connections  to 
tie  us  to  Gaza  —  the  Gaza  that  was 
Philistine  in  biblical  times'  and  -that 
was  never  part  of  a  sovereign  Jewish 
state  at  any  other  time  in  history. 


THE  ANSWER  is  dearly  that  of 
security.  Even  those  among  us  with 
a  shorter  historical  memory  should 
remember  that  when  the  Gaza  Strip 
was  controlled  by  the  Egyptians,  it 
was  a  major  source  of  murderous 
infiltration  into  I&raeL^od  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  Egyptian  army  there 
constituted  a  major  threat  to  Israel’s 
mast  at  heartland.  The  Strip  is  Only 
60  km.  from  Tel  Aviv  and,  of 
course,  much  closer  to  the  populous 
dries  and  towns  of  the  southern 
shfela  and  the  northern  Negev. 

The  military  aspects  of  the  peace 
treaty  with  Egypt  have  been  holding 
up  for  .the  past  nine  years,  but  die 
Egyptian  government’s  determina¬ 
tion  fo  keep  tins  spirit  of  the  peace 
with  Israel,  somewhere  between  a 
cold  peace  and  a  cold  war  makes  it 
impossible  for  Israel  to  rely  even  bn 
that  aspect  of  the  peace  continuing. 
True,  the  American  “civilian”  de¬ 
militarization  units  are  in  the  Sinai 
buffer  zone.  But  such  arrangements 
cannot  be  expected  to  continue 
forever.

Arik  Sharon’s  three  “reasons”  for 
taking  po session  of  a  Moslem  Quar¬ 
ter  house  are,  as  usual  with  Sharon, 
far  from  logical  and  chock-full  of  the 
kind  of  demagoguery  that  has  long 
typified  not  only  him  but  many  oth¬ 
ers  on  the  Israeli  right.

DISCRIMINATORY 

PRACTICE 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Jerusalem  Post 

Sir,  -  Some  days  ago,  speaking  to 
the  students  of  a  yeshiva,  all  of 
whom  are  slated  to  serve  in  IDF, 
our  prime  minister  had  some  harsh 
words  for  the  approximately  20,000 
yeshiva  students  who  are  exempt 
from  such  service.  Mr.  Shamir  de¬ 
cried  the  situation  and  rightly  de¬ 
clared  that  such  wholesale  exemp¬ 
tion  only  deepens  the  rift  between 
the  religious  and  the  non-religious. 

But  alas,  to  face  of  the  ire  his 
stance  aroused  among  the  harednn, 
the  prime  minister  has  backtracked. 
He  now  declares  that  he  favours  the 
status  quo  according  to  which  every 
full-time  yeshiva  student  is  auto¬ 
matically  exempted  from  army  ser¬ 
vice.  His  only  reservation,  if  it  may 
be  called  that,  is  that  if  more  yeshiva 
students  served  (voluntarily),,  it 
would  lessen  the  tension  between 
the  religious  and  the  secular. 

It  is  all  too  obvious  why  the  prime 
minister  so  quickly  knuckled  under 
to  the  criticism  of  the  political  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  haredi  camp,  Mr.  Abra¬ 
ham  Shapiro  and  Rabbi  Yitzhak 
Peretz.  It  is  revealing,  however,  that 
to  the  latter's  defence  of  the  present 
system,  unlike  their  usual  posture  in 
such  matters,  they  did  not  invoke 
Halacha.  Halacha  is  totally  unambi¬ 
guous  on  the  subject.  In  a  war  of 
self-defence  (milhemet  mitzva), 
there  are  no  exemptions:  “even  a 
bridegroom  must  leave  his  chamber 
and  a  bride  her  wedding  canopy" 
(Mishna  Sofa  8,  7).  Maimonides 
codifies  the  law  accordingly 
(Melachim  6, 4).  There  is  not  a  shred 
of  hard  evidence  in  the  course  of 
Halacha  on  which  to  base  any  other 
opinion.  To  appeal  to  Halacha  on 
the  subject  would-  be  more  than 
embarrassing  to  the  gentlemen  who 
represent  the  haredira  in  the  political 
arena. 

Instead,  Messrs.  Shapiro  and 
Peretz  justify  the  present  system  on 
the  ground  that  this  has  been  the 
practice  ever  since  the  days  of  Ben- 
Gurion.  Since  when  does  time  justify 
an  unjust  and  discriminatory  prac¬ 
tice?  By  that  carious  standard,  any 
and  every  social  or  moral  evil  can  be 
justified  on  the  basis  that  it  has  a 
hoary  history. 

One  trusts  that  the  Knesset  com¬ 
mittee  currently  re-examining  the 
situation  will  come  up  with  a  legisla¬ 
tive  proposal  to  right  a  practice  that 
both  cancels  out  the  Jewish  tradition 
on  the  subject  and  offends  one's 
sense  of  fairness.
